LESSING THE IMPERIAL FLAG IN THE 
Ly KREMLIN. 

$ Moscow, May 23.—The ceremony of 
blessine the imperial flag was performed in 
Athe Kremlin to-day in the presence of the Em- 
perer, the Empress, the imperial family, and 
the Emperor’s military household. The Em- 
peror and Empress drove from the Alexan- 
d@rovsky Palace to the Kremlin in an open car-

WALTER EVANS RLECTED CHAIRMAN AND A 
PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

Lextneton, May 23.—The Kentucky Re- 
publican State Convention was called to order 
to-day by George Denny, Jr., of Lancaster. 
Capt. W. W. Galbertson, of Ashland, was made 
temporary Chairman, and Henry Scraggins, 
(colored,) temporary Secretary. After the 
opening of the convention a colored choir sang 
** Nearer, My God, to ‘Thee.”’ At the afternoon 
session the Hon. Walter Evans was elected 
permanent Chairman The following plat- 
form was adopted: 

Resolved, That this convention adopts and reaf- 
firms the declaration of Republiean principles set 
forth by the National Republican Convention held 
in Chieago in 1880. 

IL That the only sure foundation of republican 
government is intelligent citizenship; that it is 
the duty of the State ard of the peo- 

to’ provide free sehools for all chil- 

m in the State, and that when suenh 

schools are provided, all constitutional means 

be used to compel parents to give their children 
the benefits of education. 

II. That we favor an adjustment of the tariff 

-that will not only provide a revenue suflicient to 
defray the expenses of the Government, but afford 
just and reasonable protection to the industrial 
classes of our country without being oppressive to 
the agricultural and other interests of our people. 
IV. We insist upon promptand su'tible steps 


toward a call for a convention to amead the Con- 
stitution of the State. 


The fifth resolution favors just laws, sus- 
tained by public sentiment, for the encourage- 
ment of immigration. The sixth extends 
to the suffering people of Ireland the 
warmest sympathies of the convention. 
The seventh favors free tobacco. The 
eighth charges the present State administra- 
tion with the encouragement of lawless- 


ness and with making gambling respect- 
able by pardoning all those, found guilty 
of that crime, and also with more than 
doubling the expenditures and depleting the 
sinking fund to meet deficiencies, The ninth 
characterizes the condition of the State prison 
as a reproach to civilization, and says that the 
charitable institutions have been shamefully 
m The tenth declares that Presi- 
dent Arthur has fully met the requirements 
of his great office, and that his Administration 
commends itself to the respect and confidence 
of the American people, and the eleventh con- 
gratulates the Administration on the appoint- 
ment of Walter Evans as Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, accepting it as a compliment 
to the Republicans of Kentucky and the South.

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A MARYLAND ESTATE AT AUCTION. 


THE BOURNE PROPERTY IN CAROLINE COUN- 
TY SOLD IN THREE LOTS. 

GREENSBORO, Md., May 23.—The extensive 
tract of land in Caroline County belonging to the 
estate of the late Mrs. Bourne was sold at auction 
here to-day by order of the Trustees, the Hon. 
George W. Covington and Robert J. Jump. The 
property known as “The Plains,” with the pala- 
tial buildings erected by its late owner and 759 
acres of land, was knocked down to J. Allen 
Thorndyke Rice, one of the heirs, for $25,100; the 
Carmonthian tract of 716 acres was sold to 
J. M. Hackett, of Easton, Penn., for $18,500; 
and the buck range, 289 acres, to Thomas W. Jones, 


a meraber of the last General Assembly, for $6,000. 
The family connections of Mrs. Bourne, the former 
owner of all this vast estate, were perhaps the 
most noted of Maryiand’s aristocrats. Her father, 
Isaac Purnell, was atypical Southern gentleman, 
and married a daughter of Benjamin Sylvester, a 
large landholder in ante beilum times. His young- 
est daughter, Mary, was the late Mrs. Bourne. The 
Purneli family were related to Senator Pendleton, 
of Ohio, and some of the first Virginia families. They 
were very wealthy aod maintained all the social 
eustoms of the Old Dominion aristocracy in old 
plantation times. The slaves, about 75 in number, 
were housed in arow of small shanties near the 
mansion. The master of the plantation was very 
liberal to the poor, but he had many eccentricities, 
among which wasthe dignity and reserve main- 
tained toward his commonplaco neighbors. A few 
years ago Mrs. Bourne erected two costly edifices 
on the “Plains” estate in the Swiss style, 
which were expensively furnished, but never 
occupied beyond a few days. The 
houses remeined in the care of old 
colored women, formerly her slaves, who were 
not forgotten in her will. The lawn surrounding 
the two houses is beautifully interspersed with 
trees and shrubbery, while cennecting the two 
buildings there is a spacious promenade, bordered 
with choice and brilliant flower-beds. Thereis a 
gardener’s cottage and an extensive conservatory 
filled with flowers and tropical plants. The ex- 
tensive stabies also contained numerous bloeded 
horses and cattle.

MILITARY DRILL 1N NASHVILLE.

GRAND PARADE THROUGH THE STREETS— 
EXHIBITION DRILLS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 23.—The various 
infantry and artillery companies attending the 
national competitive drill had a grand parade 
through the principal thoroughfares this morning. 
The weather was beautiful and the streets were 
densely thronged with speetators. The Captain of 
each company was presented with a wreath of 
flowers and wore it during the march. The com- 
panies were loudly eheered as they marched 
through the gayly decerated streets. A significant 
incident occurred while the procession was in 


South Market-street. Aeross this avenue 
hung a banner representing a Confederate 
soldier shaking hands with a Federal; below 
it was the inscription: “The blue and 
the gray shake hands to-day.”’ Gen. Charies Thur- 
man, Inspector-General of Tennessee, and Gen. C. 
S. Bentley, of Iowa, rode under this banner, and a 
halt was called. Gens. Thurman and Bentley 
clasped hands, and three deafening cheers were 
given, after which the march was resumed. The 
parade occupied two hours in the afternoon. Ten 
thousand persons assembled at the fair grounds 
to witness the beginning of the competitive drill 
prior to the commencement of the contest. 
Exhibition drills were given by the Busch Zou- 
aves and Treadway Rifies, of St. Louis, who re- 
ceived unstinted applause. At 4:10 o’clock the 
Lawrence Light Infantry marched oapon the 
ground, and 10 minutes later the drill began. Tho 
company drilled 45 minutes, but did not make a 
very ood impression.

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THE IRON AND STEEL WORKERS. 
HUSSEY, HOWE & CO. ACCEDE TO THE TERMS 
OF THE MEN. 


PiTTsBURG, Penn., May 23.—Considerable 
excitement was created inthis city to-day by the 
announcement that the steel manufacturing firm 
of Hussey, Howe & Co., one of the most extensive 
in the district, had acceded to the terms of the 
Amalgamated Association and signed the scale of 
wages as submitted at the recent meeting of the 
conference committee. A call at Amalgamated 
Association head-quarters confirmed the truth of 
the announcement, as the book containing the 
signatures of the firm and the mill oom- 


mittee of three was in the hands of 
Secretary Martin and submitted for inspec- 
tion. When asked what effect, if any, the action 
of Hussey, Howe & Co. would have on the situ- 
ation between the manufacturers and their em- 
ployes, Mr. Martin replied that the amalza- 
mated association was not inclined to boast, and 
that he would prefer to await further develop- 
ments before expressing an opinion. It was evi- 
dent, however, that the signature was a surprise, 
and that it was considered an important matter. 
Manufacturers are somewhat eurprised, but only 
because the scale had been signed before the expi- 
ration of the contract. Their Secretary, Mr. Weeks, 
said that it bad heen expected from the first that 
all the steel mines in the country would%sign the 
scale atonce. They have no interests in eommon 
with iron manufacturers, and their action will not 
influence the determination of the latter one way 
orthe other. Seeretary Martin, of the Amalga- 
mated Association, let out a secret to-day that will 
have an important bearing on the strike. In reply 
to a question concerning the situation in the Ohio 
district he said the menin that section would de- 
mand an advance in puddler’s wages to $6 per ton, 
and a corresponding advance all round, 
to take effeet after the Ist of June. This 
was the rate paid until two years ago 
and Mr. Martin says the men are determined to 
have the old order of things restored. This move, 
it is said, has been originated within the past week. 
It is intended to get the men of the Cincinnati dis- 
trict so thoroughly interested in the strike that 
they will not rereume work on a conditional scale 
and compel their Pittsburg brethren to bear the 
brunt of the strike, as they did iast year. Ifthe 
move is successful it will prolong the strike con- 
siderably. 

Congressman Bayne, in an interview on the situ- 
ation, reiterated an assertion made by him a few 
days ago that the new tariff did not make neces- 
sary so large a reduction of wages asis proposed 
by the manufacturers, and also asserts that he was 
advised to vote for the Compromise Tariff bill by 
H. W. Oliver, Jr., a member of the Tariff Commis- 
sion, and one of the most extensive iron manufac- 
turers in the country. Of this, Congressman Bayne 
says: ‘‘I don’t know what reasons Mr. Oliver 
had or gave for advising Congressmen to 
vote for the bill. I have heard motives at- 
tributed to him both before and since the 
paseage of the bill that do not coincide 
with the one given by D. B. Olfver. One statement 
was that Blaine was opposed to the bill and that 
the anti-Blaine element in the Republican Party 
did not wish to see the bill defeated under such 
circumstances, and therefore turned in for its 
passage. Another statement was that, although 
the rates of duty on some eclusses of iron and most 
classes of steel were considerably reduced by the 
new tariff, there were steel wire roads which pay 30 
per eent. ad valorem under the old law and 
which will pay six-tenths of aecent per pound, 
or $13 44 per ton, under the new. It was said that 
one Pittsburg establisment had contracted in De- 
cember last for the entire product of the two 
largest German mills up to July 1, proximo, when 
the next tariff was expected to go into operation. 
You’ can easily investigate this statement and 
whom it affects.”” As the firm with which Mr. 
Oliver is connected is the oniy one in Pittsburg 
consuming wire rodsin large quantities, the only 
inference to be drawn from the statement quoted 
was that Col. Bayne believed Mr. Oliver's anxiety 
for the passage of the bill was on account of 
selfish motives. When this was mentioned to Mr. 
Oliver to-day he said: *'1 decline to be inter- 
viewed on that or any other subject connected 
with the tariff legislation of the last Congress. 1 
devoted nearly the whole of my time fora year to 
tariff work, and am satisfied to let the country 
judge of my motives from the results.” 
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TWO REMARKABLE DREAMS. 
THE WIFE AND SISTER OF A MISSING TRENTON 
MAN DREAM THAT HE WAS MURDERED. 

TRENTON, May 23.—Philip Hart, a notion 
dealer in this city, has been missing since last 
Thursday. He left for New-York on that morning 
and has not returned. His wife tells a singular 
story. She says her husband was in the habit of 
going to New-York every month to pay bills for 
goods and to order new lots. He always stopped 
atthe house of his parents, in Greenwich-street, 


near the Cortlandt-street ferry. When he left 

home Thursday morning, at 7:30 o'clock, 

he had in his possession $140. He reached 

his parents’ home in New-York at  9:30' 
and remained there until 2o’clock in the after- 

noon. It was his intention then to go and nay 

his bill, and be asked his sisterto accompany him. 

She was feeling unwell and did not go, and he then 

left. This was the last seen of him. He hada sis-: 
tes living in Seventy-seventh-street, whom he in- 

tended to visit, and as he did not come back to his 

parents’ house on Thursday night. they concluded 

that he had staid at her house. Next day a mem- 

ber of the family visited the sister and found that 

he had not been there. 

The most singular thing about the whole affair 
is the part two dreams play in the matter. Both 
the wife in Trenton and the sister in Greenwich- 
street, in New-York, dreamed on Thursday night 
that they saw the missing man on a bridge, with a 
railing on one side of it, struggling with another 
man, and saw him fall off while the other man ran 
away. Mrs. Hart described her dream in a vivid 
manner this morning. She said she had no uneasi- 
ness about her husbana@’s going away when he left. 
as he nad been in the habit for the past three or four 
years of going to New-York every month, But on 
Thursday night about midnight she says she had 
the dream. She saw him on the bridge plainly, saw 
his face, and saw the man he was struggling with. 
The dream distressed her so that she woke up and 
slept very little the remuinder of the night. Next 
day she felt depressed all day, and looked forward 
anxiously for the hour when he was expected 
to arrive at home. He was to have left Jersey City 
at 7 o'clock, and was looked for at home by 9. 
When this hourarrived and he did not come tha 
wife grew more uneasy, but thought he would be 
back on the midnight train, and she sat up waiting. 
As he did not come she sat up till 3 in the morn- 
ing, and lay down on a lourge, but slept very little. 

In the morning a telegram came from his sister 
in New-York asking if he had arrivedat home. In 
greater suspense than ever she sent back a tele- 
gram that he had not, and at once started for New- 
York. When she arrived at his parents’ house the 
sister of the missing man. without knowing any- 
thing about Mrs. Hart's dream, related her own 
dream. When she had finished and Mrs. Hart told 
her dream both were astounded, the drenms were 
almost identical, even to the railing on the bridge. 
The New-York police are endeavoring to find some 
trace ofhim. His wife thinks he has been mur- 
dered for his money. 
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THE DEATH OF JULTA SEYMOOR. 
CLEVELAND, May 25.—The Coroner’s inquest 
over the body of Mrs. G} W. Seymour, who was 
married on her Geath-bed, was concluded to-night. 


The verdict was that she came to her death from 
the results of malpraetice at the hands of Dr. 
Charles W. Seymour and Mrs. L. M. Webster. The 
most important witness was Mr. J. C. Weisman, 
Mrs. Scymour’s brother-in-law. After stating how 
he came to find his wife’s sister in Mrs. Webster's 
house, on Garden-street, he said that Julia Sey 
mour told him: “Lam a very sick girl. I have 
suffered martyrdom ;” and that she confessed to 
him that Mrs. Webster had been guilty of malprac 
tice. Ske swore him to secrecy until after her 
death, which she houriy expected.

She is petite, rosy, and viva- 
cious, aud evoked much sympathy from the crowd 
when she related how she haa placed her 
clothing in the care of Miss Lewis's prop- 


erty man while under the delusion that the com- 
pany were to preceed to Kalamazoo, Mich., 
to.play * Prince Conti” last Monday, and then dis- 
covered that it had been checked to New-York. 
Several other members of the chorus corroborated 
Miss Mack's story, and when one of them, Miss 
Louise Boes, was questioned as to Mr. Nixon's 
treatment of the company, she replied, briskly: 
** Well, he used to treat us pretty well. At first he 
used to buy beer for the chorus, but of late he bas 
got so he can buy nothing but milk-punches for the 
prima donna,” 

Miss Lewis, with considerable emotion, testified 
that she had told her manager not to pack the per- 
sonal property of the ladies of the company. She 
struggied bravely to keep her composure, but 
sobbed a little asshe declared herself to be so 
“eonfused with all these attachments and things, 
and herrid law business, that she did not know 
whether her life was her own or belonged to some- 
body else.’’ The evidence being ail in, the Justice 
decided thatno case of larceny had been made 
out against Miss Lewis, who was accordingly dis- 
charged on the criminal count. The suits brought 
by the chorus singers to recover their salaries will 
be tried on the 28th, and inthe meantime they are 
leftentirely without money.

THE CHICAGO BUCKET SHOPS. 
DECISIONS REGARDING THEIR TELEGRAPHIC 
AND BOARD OF TRADE RIGHTS. 
CricaGco, May 23.—Judge Tuley delivered 
his decision to-day on the motions to dissolve the 
temporary injunctions in the three bucket shop 
cases remaining undisposed of in the Circuit Court. 
The titles of these cases are: The Metropolitan 
Grain and Stock Exchange against the Baltimore 
and Ohio Telegraph Company and the Board of 


Trade; the same against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, the Gold and Stook Telegraph 
Company and the Board of Trade; and the Public 
Grain and Stock Exchange against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company and the Board of 
Trade. Tho injunctions which it was sought to 
have dissolved restrained the respondents from 
removing from the places of business of the com- 
plainants their tickers and Morse instruments and 
from eutting the telegraph wires connecting them 
with the Board of Trade. The Judge decided the 
two cases of the Metropolitan Grain and Stock Ex- 
change together. In these cases. he said, the mo- 
tion turned on the single question whether or not 
the business of the complainant was a gambling 
business, and that on this point he was entirely in 
accord with Judge Moran. He had read care- 
fully the affidavits in the cases, and also the 
printed blanks used, and could not resist the 
conclusion that ‘t was a gambling busiuess. A 
court of equity would not lend itself to such a busi- 
ness, not only if known to be of this immoral tena-- 
ency, butevenif it was reasonably suspected of 
it. Therefore, he would dissolve the injunetion. 
In the case of the Public Grain ana Stock Ex- 
change the Judge reached an opposite conclusion. 
The business of this complainant was entirely a 
country business, and not-a gambling business. He 
said thatany other ruling by the courts might. 
piace the whole country at the mercy of the most 
gigantic monopolies and leed to wholesale plun- 
der and oppression. He therefore overruled the, 
temporary injunction before the final heering of

GAMBLERS TAKEN TO COURT. 
PROPRIETORS OF PHILADELPHIA DENS AR-?* 
RESTED AND HELD FOR EXAMINATION, 
PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—On the complaint 
of Frederick Winslow, a Walnut-street saioon-- 
keeper, the proprietors of several gambling-houses 
were arrested to-day on warrants issued by Mazgis- 
trate Lennon. Winslow alleges that at various 
times he has lost money at faro, roulette, and: 
poker at the houses of Charles Kane, No. 15 South- 
ninth-street; Abraham and Edward Marks, No., 
126 South-ninth-street; George Brotherton, No. 130 
South-ninth-street, and Byron Miller, Brotherton’s 


former partner, at the South-west corner of 
Twelfth and Locust streets, and that the agere- 
gate of his losses is about $9,000. Warrants 
were issued for the arrest of Kane, the Markses, 
Brotherton, and Miller, who are kuown to be prin- 
cipals, and Edward Gentney, Budd Williams, and 
another man who bas not yet been arrested, who 
are said to be “ dealers” in the various games. All 
were secured by Constable Mvers and assistants, 
and their aavivad created a flutter among the vota- 
ries ef green cloth tables, Security was entered 
for a hearing to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’elock be- 
fore Magistrate Lennon. Jehn Miiler, who is 
known asaretired gambler, entered bail for Bro- 
therton; William Winsley, another veteran of the 
mystic pasteboards and roulette. became surety 
for Edward Marks, and W. B. M. White for Abra- 
ham Marks, Should the charge be sustained there 
is a probability that warrants will be issued for 
summary raids on the dens and the confiscation of 
the gambling implements.

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—The funeral direc- 
tors of Pennsylvania held asombre convention in 
the hall of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
to-day.

A section of the act drop curtain was exhibited at 
the Casino yesterzay afternoon. The body of it 
will ba Of heavy plush, of a light blue cojor. It 
will have an embroidered border at the bottom 
17 feet wide. In this border there will be a series 
of figures, over life size, representing a procession 
of the old Greek chorus. 

The first business before the meeting was the 
érawing of boxes. There are 73 boxes in the par- 
terre and first balcony. The parterre is behind the 
orchestra and nine feet ebove it. The balcony is 
above the parterre. Seventy boxes were drawn. 
All those who were dissatisfied with their boxes 
have the option of changing for one of’ those not 
in the Crawing before June l. If two stockholders 
fix upon the same bex the choice will be 
awarded by lot.

These boxes were drawn according to the amount 
of stock held by each person, which accounts for 
zome boxes being held by two persons jointly, 
while other persons hold several. After the draw- 
ing, dames A. Roosevelt read the report of a 
special committee. consisting of Messrs. Whitney, 
Wetmore, George Henry Warren, and, Iselin, ap- 
pointed to ascertain the cost of completing the two 
Broadway «corners of the building, on which no 
work has yet been done. The amount originally 
arpropriated for the work of building the opera- 
house will be wholly expended without finishing 
these corners. The report said that the addi 
tional cost of finishing the corners would be 
$370,000. The advantage in finishing would 
be that the plans of the eorners included the 
building of reception and supper rooms, which 
would enable the Directors to rent the house for 
balis. The Academy of Music during the last 
year had earned $35,000 in rents acquirea from 
sources outside of the opera. Of this amount 
$30,000 was paid for balls. The Academy was not 
wholly suitable for balls, as Irving or Nilsson Hall 
always had to be engaged to furnish the necessary 
accommodations. If the new opera-bouse could 
give all accommodations it would reeeive a large 
share of the ball patronage. Mr. Roosevelt ad- 
vanced these argumonts, but the committee in its 
report deemed it unsafe to contract any additional 
debt at present. The addition would raise 
the indebtedness of the company to $1,000,000. 
bree plans had been submitted by the architect. 
The first was to try to use the house for bulls with- 
out any additions. The second was to compiete 
the south-east corner up to the third story. This 
eould be done at a cost of $80,000, and woula in- 
clude the necessary supper and retiring rooms. 
The committee had ascertained that $100,000 could 
be borrowed at 6 percent. This addition would be 
in the nature of a business investment, and would 
largely increase the income of the house. The 
third plan was to form a subsidiary company, 
whose business it should be to finish the en- 
tire structure according to the architect’s plans, 
vroviding the supper and retiring room. This 
company would hold the property on a perpetual 
lease. The committee did not deem this plan ad- 
visable, unless the subsidiary company should be 
largely composed of the present stockholders. 
After reading the report Mr. Roosevelt offered two 
resolutions, one as an alternative to the other. 
The first was that the Directors should be avthor- 
ized to lease the property to a subsidiary com 
pany sueh as the report contemplated, and the 
seeond authorized them to borrow not more than 
$100,000, and build the south-east corner up to 
the third story, if the first plan failed. Mr. 
Kemp opposed the building of the eorpvers by any 
pian. He said that it would be a poor investment. 
He owned a building at Forty-ninth-street and 
Fifth-avenne,{; and he knew from the rents 
which be was able to get in that neighborhood 
that the property at Broadway and Thirty-ninth 
and Fortieth streets would not pay interest on the 
cost of construction. Mr. R. T, Wilson spoke 
strongly in favor of completing the entire house. 
it promised to be the finest Opera-house in the 
world, one of which New-York might well be 
proud. The stockholders ought pot to stop 
at half-way measures. He woud willingly 
give double the amount he had already in 
the opera-house. Mr. Haven and Mr, Warren also 
spoke strongly in favor of the completion of the 
building. The resolutions wero both earried 
unanimously. It was then decided to open a sub 
scription to the new company atonce. It will be 
known as the Metropolitan Improvement Com- 
pany. With a capital of $350,000, the shares 
to be $100 each. ‘The property is to be taken 
on a lease of 50 years. The foliow 
ing persons subseribed at once: James A. Roose- 
velt, 50 shares; L. Kountze. 50: W. K. Vanderbilt, 
nO; R. T. Wilson, W. L. Breese, 50: Robert 
Goelet, 59; G. G. Haven, 50; George P. Wetmore, 
hd; Henry Clews, 50: W. Ti.

COL. FRANK HK. HOWE DEAD. 
cdihespaglebtds, 
DYING SUDDENLY IN WASHINGTON AFTER A 
BRIEF ILLNESS. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Col. Frank E. 
Howe, formerly well known as the Pension Agent 
at New-York and a once prominent member of 
the Union League Club, died here suddenly to- 
day. No one except afew persons in the State 
Department knew anything about it until even- 
ing, when Mr. Hill, the Statistician of the 
State Department, said that Mr. Howe had been 
taken ill while out driving and had been taken to 
the home of the hackman instead of to his own 


lodgings, and that he died there. Mr. Hill was 
understood as saying that Mr. Howe had been ill 
for some weeks, and his trouble is said to have 
been congestion of the kidneys. He was out just 
a week ago to-day, and, in eompany witk 
afriend or two, witnessed the mareh past of the 
Army of the Potofnac, at the White House, stand- 
ing immediately opposite the reviewing platform 
occupied by the President. Hé was then looking 
very well. Mr. Howe has been in_ this 
city frequently during the lest year, and, ex- 
cepting only a shade of gray added to 
his hair and beard, and a noticeable indifference to 
fashion, he had not changed a great deal from the 
person who was once so conspicuous a ficure as 
Pension Agent. Mr. Howe’s body is now lying at 
an undertaker’s, awaiting removal to Boston. An 
ineffectual search was made for the hackman at 
whose house he is reported to havedied. Some 
reticence is observed among his friends about the 
illness, and the fact that he was carried when ill to 
the hackman’s house instead of to his own lodgings. 


Col. Howe was a native of Dorchester, 
Mass., was bern July 4, 1829. and at one time was 
an officer in the Boston Cadets. At the open- 


ing of the rebellion he became widely and 
favorably known for his exertions in  car- 
ing for the soldiers on their way to the 
front. He was then the agent in this City 
for the New-England States, and his efforts led to 
the formation of a system which produeed the best 
results. The troops pessing through this city were 
received at the New-England rooms, fed, 
and sent on their way in much better 
condition and spirits than if they had 
been foreed forward without stop. The entire 
scheme was originated by Col. Howe, and he 
reccived great credit for it, Later he was at- 
tached to the staff of Gen. Dix, on duty here. Soon 
after the war he was appointed Pension Agent in 
this City and held the offiee until Jan. 12, 1878, 
when be resigned. He was a member of the New- 
England Society and of the Union League Clup. 
His son, who is residing in this City, started for 
Washington as soon asthe death was made known.

THE MURDER OF CHUNG WAH YOU. 


A REMARKABLE SCENE IN A PHILADELPHIA 
COURT-ROOM. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—There was a re- 
markabla scene in the Quarter Sessions Court to- 
day during the trial of Thomas W. Lyons for the 
killing of Chung Wah You, a young Chinese 
laundryman, which occurred on Feb. 22 last. Hem 
Dock, one of the fellow-workmen of Wah You in 
the laundry, testified thaton the evening of Feb. 
22 Lyons and two companions came into the shop 
and said: “ You d@——d Chinaman, I don’t want 


you to stayin my country, and you must get 
out.” None of the Chinamen made any an- 
Swer, and then Lyons struck Wah You. He 
had somethingin his hand, but the witness eould 
not tell what it was. Hem Dock then went out 
and sprung a police rattle, Sam Wah, the pro- 
prietor of the laundry, then took the stand and 
corroborated the evidence of Hem Dock. Upon 
eross-examipation a iaundry ticket was shown 
him. He said it was not Issued from his shop, al- 
though it bore hisname. A Jone line of questions 
was put hy Mr. Shields, of counsel for the 
defense, the purpose being to show that 
Brough, one of the eompanions of Lyons, 
had received the ticket from Sam Wah 
for a shirt which he had left there to be laun- 
dried about Feb. 7. The witness denied ever hav- 
ing issued such a ticket, and grew more and more 
excited as the questions were pressed upon him. 
Three little children were calied inside the bar.

THE VICTIN 0% A BRUTAL ASSAULT. 


A MARYLAND COUNTY COMMISSIONER AR- 
NESTED FOR A HEINOUS CRIME, 

BALTIMORE, May 23.—Information reached 
the city this marning of an_ assault perpetrated on 
a girl 16 years of ago near Port Tobacco, Charles 
County, the victim being employed in the family 
of Mr. Thomas A. Groves, and her alleged asgail- 
ant being George W. Carpenter, a Commissioner 
for the Third District of Charles County. On Mon- 
day last Carpenter paid a visit to the house of Mr. 
Groves, about two miles from the town, where. as 
stated, Miss Scott, the victim, was empioyed. Dur- 
ing the visit of Mr. Carpenter the family informed 
bim that they were about to take the boat 
for a neighboring town. After the family had gone 
Mr. Carpenter returned to the house, enticed the 
girlintoan upper room and there, it Is charged, 
committed a felonious assaultupon her. The girl, 
itis said, was left lying helpless upon the floor. 
Upon the return of the family in the evening, Mrs. 
Groves was told the story of .the outrage 
and at once took steps to secure Mr. Carpen- 
ter’s arrest. Mr. Groves informed the neighbors 
and in less than an bour the entire neighborhood 
was in a state of excitement and every elfort 
was made to arrest the accused, which Sheriff 
Southerland finally succeeded in doing. Carpenter 
was found seated at a meeting of the County Com- 
missioners, and was apparently uneoneerned. 
When shown the warrant by the Sheriff for his 
urrest he acted with perfect coolness and was at 
once taken to jail. Yesterday the ease was heard 
before the Grand Jury and an indictment found 
charging Carpenter with the crime. Mr. Groves 
has employed ex Judge Macgruder to assist the 
State’s Attorney in thejprosecution. The prisoner 
is about 87 years of age and sald to be rather a fast 
liver. He was married several years ago to Mrs. 
Luther Murdock, a widow, and has a family. Car 
penter was elected County Commissioner two years 
ago. No effort has yet been made to secure bail 
for him.

All the arrangements for the celebration of 
the opening of the bridge were practically coni- 
pleted last nignt. They include a multitude of 
details so varied and so divided as to time and Io- 
cality that the residents of the two cities can for 
ence, at least, have their curiosity for sight-seeing 
abundantly satisfied. Brooklyn will have more ” 
than her share, inasmuch as the ceremonies are t¢ 
be performed on her shore, but New-York wil 
contribute a Presidential party,a Governor and 
his staff, and. a military display that will throng 
Broadway and the lower end of the City wit! 
thousands of spectators. Mayor Low, the headt 
of the Brooklyn municipal departments and thelt 
deputies, the county officers, members of Congress 
and the State Legislature, the Society of Old Brook: 
lynites, the Memorial Committee of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, ex-Mayors, ex-Auditors, ex-Con- 
troilers. Major-Gen. Haneock and staff, Commodor¢ 
Upshur and staff, Brigadier-Generals of the Second 
Division and their staffs will meet at the Brooklyx 
City Hall at noon. They will form in procession 
and be escorted to the Sands-street entrance te 
the bridge, where the formal ceremonies will take 
place, by the Twenty-third Regiment, Col. Rodney 
C. Ward commanding; by a battalion ot United 
States marines, commanded by Col. Charles Hey- 
wood, and bya battalion of United States regu- 
lars, under command of Major R. H. Jackson, 
Fifth Artillery. The Marshal of the day will be 
Major-Gen. James Jourdan, commanding thé 
Second Division of the National Guard. The pro 
cession will reach the bridge at 1 o’clock. Sta 
tioned at that point will be 100 Brooklyn police 
men, under eommand of Chief Campbell, Inspector 
Harry Jewett, and Drill Captain McKelvey. All 
business will be suspended in the city and the 
day will pe devoted to the celebration. 

On the New-York side a procession will be 
formed at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel abont noon 
President Arthur and members of his Cabinet, Gov: 
Cleveland and his staff, Mayor Edson, 
Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler and staff, thé 
Brigadier-Generals of the First Division of 
the National Guard and their staffs will 
all be received at this point, and, under the eseort 
of the Seventh Regiment, Col. Emmons Clark com- 
manding, will proceed down Broadway and 
through the City Hall Park to the Chatham-stregt 
entranee to the bridge. Accompanying the pro- 
cession will be a detachment of 200 policemen, with 
Capt. Alexander S. Williams in command. In- 
spector Murray, with 500 policemen, will be on 
duty at the bridge. The programme requires the 
arrival of the distinguished party at the bridge at 
1:30 o’clock. It will be met by the bridge Trus- 
tees, with Vice-President William C. Kingsiey at 
their head, and escorted direct tothe New-York 
tower. The appearance of the Presidential party 
in the gothic archway will be the sig- 
nal for a general cannonading. The bat 
teries of the Tennessee, the flagship of 
the North Atlantic squadron, will beleh forth 
a national salute of 21 guns. The Vandalia, the 
Kearsarge, and the Yantic, which were ordered te 
this port by the Secretary of the Navy forthe pur- 
pose of participating in the ceremcnies, will eacn 
give the same salute, andthe gunsof the Minne 
sota, of the navy-yard, and of Castle William, on 
Governor’s Island, will contribute to the uproar. 
The yards of the war vessels, which will be 
anchored in mid-stream, will be manned by biue- 
jackets. The vessels themselves will be decked 
with bunting, and the shipping in the barbor will 


fly their colors and add brilliancy to the scene. 
Passing over the bridge the party will be met at 
the Brooklyn tower by Mayor Lowand the author- 
ities of Brooklyn, and escorted to the butiding at 
the Sands-street entrance. which bas been dece- 
rated and put in readiness for the ceremonies of the 
day. 
The ceremonies will begin at 20’clock. ‘ The pro« 
gramme comprises music by the Twentv-third 
Regiment Band, prayer by Bishop Littiejobn, an 
address presenting the bridge to the two cities by 
Vice-President Kingsley, address of acceptance 
by Mayor Low and Mayor Edson, orations by Con- 
gressman Abram S. Hewitt and the Rev. Dr. Rich- 
ard S. Storrs, Pastor of the Church of the Pil- 
grime, of Brooklyn, and musie by the Seventh 
kegiment Band. ‘The Hon. James S. T. Stranahan, 
the oldest member of the Board of Bridge Trus- 
tees, will preside. The supply of tickets of ad- 
mission to the ceremonies was exheusted two days 
ago. Some thousands were distributed by the 
authorities of the two cities. Seats for about 
4,000 persons have been provided in the 
building and are reserved as foilows: Section D—

Members of the United States Signal 
Service Corps stationed on the tops of the bridge 
towers wili give notice of the beginning of the 
ceremonies, and 100 guns will be fired from batter- 
ies stationed at Fort Green and at the head of 
Stagg-street, inthe Eastern District. Previous to 
this a salute of 21 guns at each of these stations 
willindicate the arriva! of the President at tne 
Brooklyn tower. In New-York the chimes of 
Trinity Church will add their joyous sounds in 
eommemoration of thisnotable event. — ’ 
Yor the thousands who desire to witness the 
ceremonies atrangements on a mammoth scale 
have been made. The railroads centring in this 
City, in Long Island City, and Brookiyn and 
in Jersey City will run special trains. Muititudes 
of countrymen will be on the ground, and to pro- 
tect them from the wily Dunco steerers, sharpers, 
and thieves, the detective forces of the two cities 
will be distributed to the best advantage. There 
was an unusually large number of strangers in the 
City last evening of a kind who were plainly 
drawn hither as sight-seers. They were not ex- 
actly of the ‘ bay-seed” kind, but mainty young 
men from the New-Engiand States and the inte- 
rior of this State, New-Jersey, and Pennsylvapia, 
who were pot hefe on business.

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THE BUILDING OF THE BRIDGE. 
"TS COST AND THE DIFFICULTIES MET WITH— 
PETAILS OF THE HISTORY OF A GREAT 
ENGINEERING TRIUMPH. 

The idea of uniting Brookiyn with New- 
York by means of either bridge or tunnel was & 
favorite one with the Brooklyn folk for years be- 
fore the scheme was launched which this week 
will open to the two cities the largest single span 
suspension bridge in the world. As Brooklyn be- 
van to expand and the daily flow and ebb of her 
population New-Yorkward increased in volume, 
the difficulties and delays of river travel empba- 
sized with each recurring season of snow and ice 
the necessity, of some shorter and more direct 
means of communication than the ferries. A plan 
among the earliest presented for facilitating rapid 
transit between Manhattan and Long Islantls was 
known as the quay system, aiagrams of which are 
still in existence. This contemplated the construc- 
tion ofa series of quays in the swirling waters 
of the East River, connected with draw-bridges. 
The plan of tunneling the river, laborious 
as it must prove through such a rocky 
formation as that known to exist beneath the 
river bed, has always had its advantages, and it is 
& mooted question even now among engineers 
whether this would not have been a far more 
economical and less hazardous enterprise than 
that which has resulted in the present suspension 
bridge. Some time before any practical steps 
were taken in connection with this enterprise the 
idea of asuspension bridge was discussed by a 
number of Brooklyn gentlemen, and the elder 
Roebling’s views were solicited. The art of build- 
ing these airy structures was then in its infancy 
here, and Mr. John A. Roebling stood at the head 
of the engineers who had madeitastudy. The 
plan to which his attention was directed was the 


erection of a light bridge exclusively for foot pas- 
gers. Such a bridge, he estimated, could be 
it at a height above the river of something like 
185 feet, and at a cost of zbout $3,000,000. For the 
reason probably that the gentiemen who proposed 
it were unable to secure the necessary financial 
backing, nothing ever came of this particular 
project. That the later and more elaborate scheme 
was, however, its outgrowth has frequently been 
geserted during the many years that have inter- 
vened bét ween the veginning and the completion of 
the mighty span that now unites the two shores. 
To no one man can be given the ecreditof this 
polossal undertaking, although from his connection 
with it, through years of evil and good report, 
bably no other person (always excepting the 
members of the Roebling famiiy) has been so 
rominently identified with it as William C. Kings- 
ey. the acting President of its Board of Trustees. 
Himseif a contractor andpossessec of ample means 
and of political as well as business shrewdness, 
Mr. Kingsley as early as 1865 interested himself in 
the idea of bridging the East River. Capitalists, 
equally bold, united with him, and upon the assu- 
rance of Engineer Roebling that aspan of 1,600 feet, 
such as would be necessary to avoid impeding the 
navigation of the river, was feasible, the prelim- 
rtd proceedings in the history of this famous 
dge were taken. 

One of the moving spirits henceforth became the 
Jate Henry C. Murphy, a member of the State 
Senate when this scheme began to take practical 
shape. On the 25th of January, 1867. Senator Mur- 
Buy. introdneed a bill incorporating the New-York 

Company, and giving it authority ** to con- 

and mainteln a permanent bridge over the 
River.” The names of 41 persons were given 
asthe incorporators. The nem ig tt of them were 
residents of Brooklyn. Tweed, Sweeny, and Con- 
nolly, who afterward figured so notoriously 
Jn the plundering of this City, were amonz 
ineorporators living in New-York. In

H. Green, ex-Water Commissioner William A. 
Fowler, of Brooklyn; Henry E. Stebbins, William 
W. W. Woed, Ethelbert S. Millis. Edmund W. 
Corlies, Alfred W. Craven, Arthur W. Ben- 
jon, Isaac Van Anden, then chief owner of 
the Brooklyn Aagle ; J. Carson Brevoort, William 
Marshall, Samuel McLean, John H. Prentice, Ed- 
mand Driggs, John W. Combs, Jobn P. Atkineon, 
aod John Morton. The act of ineorporation be- 
e law April 16, 1867. Among other powers con- 
erred, it authorized the cities of New-York and 
Brookiyn to subsoribe to the capital stock (which 
was fixed at $5,000,000. with power of increase,) such 
Bmounts as two-thirds of, their Common Councils 
respectively shoulda determine, and to issue bonds 
Ju payment of such subscriptions. Under these pro- 
visions Brooklyn subseribed for $3.000,000 of stock, 
New-York $1.500,000, while the remaining $500,000 
was distributed among the incorporators. These 
latter eonstituted the first Board of Directors, and 
them Senator Murphy was elected President, 

. John H. Prentice Treasurer, and Mr. Orestes 

. Quintard Secretary. The President and Treas- 
urer retained their connection with the enterprise 
until their deaths. Mr. Quintard still holds the 
offiee of Secretary. Toan executive board of 13 
the affairs of the new compeny were intrusted. Mr. 
William C. Kingsley at the very outset had secured 
the position of General Superintendent. His eom- 

msation was fixed, according to William M. 

eed’s testimony, at 15 per cent., but according 

to his own statements, at 5 per cent., of the cost of 
ponstruction. On the 22d of May, 1867, the elder 
Roebling, wko had already achieved fame as the 
builder of the International Suspension Bridge at 
Niagara Falls and of the Covington and Cincinnati 
Suspension Bridge acroza the Ohio River, two of the 
greatest works of their kind that bad then been 
atteropted in this country, was employed as chief 
engineer. His plans, submitted to the Directors 
on the ist of September following, fixed the cost 
of the bridge at $7,000,000, exclusive of the land 
required, (an item itaelf amounting to $3,800,000,) 
and the time of building at about five years. Modi- 
fications of these plans and obanges and iimprove- 
ments of one kind and another have greatly added 
to theee figures. In round numbers, the cost has 
been $16,000,000 and the period of building 14 years, 
estimating from the year 1869, when Engineer 
Roebling began his initial surveys. In March of 
that year, at the request of Mr. Roebling, a board 
of consulting engineers was convened to examine 
nis plans and report upon their feasibility. Its 
members were Engineers Adams, McAlpine, 
Ailen, Latrobe, Kirkwood, Steele, and Ser- 
‘ell, and the result of their inspection 
‘vas an indorsement of all he had done. So much 
nad been said about the obstruetion to navigation 
which would be offered py the bridge that Congress 
directed a still further examination ot the plans, 
and Secretary of War Rawiins appointed Gen. 
Newton, Gen, Wright, and Major King, three Gov- 
ernment engineers, for that purpose. ‘They recom- 
mended an increase in the height of the bridge of 
five feet, but otherwise gave the plans their ap- 
proval. In accordance with this recommendation 
hanges were made in the proposed method of 
uiiding the roadway, so that the span midway hé- 

tween the two towers js now 185 feet above high- 
watermark. Mr. toebling lived but a few months 
gfter the appointment of the Government commis- 
sion. In the Summer of that year, while standing 
apon the rack of one of the slipsof the Fuiton 
ferry, directing the details of ja survey, the shook 
ef an incoming ferry-boat caused him to lose his 
balance, and one of his feet was terribly crushed 
between the heavy timbers that formed the rack. 
The injury resulted in lockjaw, from whieh he 
died 16 days afterward. His son. Co!. Washington 
A. Roebling, who had aided in drawing the oriei- 
nal plans, and who had been assoelated with his 
father in the building of the Covington bridge, was 
appointed his successor. ‘The caisson disease 
madethe son one of its vistims within a twelve- 
month. Although his physical health has been im- 
paired to such an extent that he is a eon‘irmed in- 
valid, his mental faculties have retained their 
vigor, aud during all these long years he has di- 
rected the work from an upper room in his rest- 
dence on Columbia Heights, in Brooklyn. As the 
towers grew and the spinning of the wob between 
them progressed, the younger lLoebling has 
watched from his window the movements ot the 
workmen with the aid of a powerful glass. 
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BEGINNING THE GREAT WORK. 

The erection of the bridge proper began Jan. 
8, 1870, when the work of preparing a plaee for the 
foundation of the Brooklyn tower was commenced 
by tearing out the spare slips of Fulton ferry. 
During the next four years the history of the 
bridge was marred by complaints of fraud and 


downright dishonesty on the part of the builders, 
by investigations of accounts, and by attaeks upon 
personal charavter which have seldom been sur- 
passed in sayageness. The construction account 
was early opened to criticism, and it was discov- 
ered thet men who were interested in the bridge 
company had also a heavy interest in the contracts 
for furnishing timber, stone, &c. Matters reached 
that point finally that an Investigating Committee 
ot Fifty went to work upon the accounts and all 
the records of the Directors. In the early part of 
1873 they presented their report. This indicated 
very elearly that there had been laxity in the man- 
agement and that the interests of the two heaviest 
stockholders—the eities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn*-had not been protected as they ought to have 


been. Theo pressure of public opinion was so great 
that Mr. Kingsley, on the Ist of June, 1873, felt 
corstrained to resign his position as General Su- 
perintendent. The Legislature of the following 
year took the matter in hand and passed 4 
the authorities of the two 
cities with power to go on and complete 
the structure, first extinguishing the title 
of the private stockholders by purchasing their 
shares in the company and reimbursing them in 
full. Onderthe now order of things the bridge 
became public property, Brooklyn paying for and 
owning 6634 per cent. and New-York 334% per cent. 
A Board of Bridge Trustees was organized of 20 
members, 16 of whom were named by the Mayors 
and Controllers of the two cities, while these four 
officers constituted the ex officio members. So far 
as Brooklyn was concerned, little change was 
made by the new law, for that city’s officers eitner 
reappointed members of the old Board of Directors 
or members who were by them controlled. As the 
result of this some of the present Trustees 
have been identified with the work almost 
from its very beginning. ‘The new_ Iegal 
name given to tnegtructure by this act of 1874 was 
the New-York and Brooktyn Bridge. Coming more 
closely within the provinee of the Legislature, one 
or more investigations were deemed necessary to 
determine the status of its affairs and satisfy the 
public demand for information. The last of these 
investigations was in 1879, when, if anything at all 
was demonstrated, it was the neceasity of having 
the bridge completed at the earliest practicable 
moment. The last appropriation authorized was 
that of the past Winter, in which the right to ac- 
quire certain property to complete the Brooklyn 
approach wes legalized. At least one more appeal 
must be made tothe Legislature for authority to 
allow expenditures necessary to perfect the strnuc- 
ture and add toits value as a means of rapid tran- 
sit between the two islands. 

A statement that the two massive stone towers 
at the river’s edge are standing ona foundation of 
timber might, by a stranger to engineering meth- 
ods, be accepted with some misgivings, and even 
with absolute doubt. Its truth, however, will be 
recognized after an explanation of some of the 
most difficult obstacles encountered and success- 
fully overcome in the earlier stages of tbis mighty 
work. The eaisson plan of laying a foundation for 
the towers having been agreed upon as the most 
practicable, the building of one of these caissons 
was begun. The word caisson means inverted 
chest. In this case the eaisson was a huge invert- 
ed box, built on ways and iaunched like any other 
wooden vessel that ie fashioned by the Greenpoint 
sbip-builders. The first caisson was built for use 
on the Brooklyn side. It was 168 feet in length, 
102 feet in width, and 22 feetin height. It was in- 
tended to sustain an enormous weight, and its top 
was 15 feet in thickness, being composed of layer 
afver layer or solid yellow pine timbers, each a foot 
in thickness, crossing one another at right angles, 
and all bolted together in the most compact 
manner. ¢The fvuur sides of the caisson 
were 9 feet 6 inches in height and 9 feet in 
thickness where they joined the top, and, like the 
latter, were built of stanch timber bound together 
with similar heavy bolts. The sides tapered off in 
thickness, somewhat like the letter V, and at their 
bottom (corresponding to the point of the V) they 
were only about six inches thick. Aniron casting 
was bolted over this thin edge in order to afford it 
strength and protection. The interior of this 
caisson was divided into six compartments by tim- 
per partitions two feet thick, strong and well 
braced. Through each artition were two 
openings, high and broad enough to permit 
of the passage of a man with a wheelbar- 
row. All the inside joints of the caisson 
were well caulked with onakum and pitened 
to prevent the escape of air. A sheathing of tin 
was laid over the outside by the caisson to protect 
the timber from the attacks of sea worms and as 
a still further means of excluding water. Over 
this sheathing wasza layer of 3-inch planks sat- 
urated with creosote. Such were the precautions 
taken to insure an air-tight caisson and to guard 
against its decay. The spare ferry slip having 
been demolished, dredging to the depth of 18 feet 
was necessary. Into this berth the caisson was 
towed on “the 24 of May, 1870, and the work of 
sinking it began. Around three sides of the 
berth was built a cofferdam of piles and 
sheathing. The side next the water was 
similarly protected after the caisson had | 
been floated into position. Derricks were | 
erected, and, on the i3th of June, blocks of granite 
from the Maine quarries were hoisted upon the 
top of the caisson. Under their weight the caisson 
began to settle. Limestone from the quarries of 
Kingston, N. Y., was added to the mass, and the 
bese of the Brooklyn tower was fully under way. | 
When the weight upon the caisson was such that its 
iron-shod edges restea fairly on the river bottom, 
compressed air wus turned into it,the water was ex- 
pelied, and workmen went down underneath with 
pick, shovel, and wheelbarrow to commence exca- 
vation. An air-lock furnished the means of ingress 
and egress, and into this on the afternoon of May 
10, 1870, Col. Roebling, Engineer Martin, and Master 
Mechanic Farrington entered. Groping their 
way into the subterranean chamber into which 
the air-lock opened, the three men spent 20 
minutes in an examination, but were glad to beat 
a retreat at the end of that time, gasping for 
breath and half roasted by the intense heat, 
Water was turned in, the atmosphere of the 
chamber was cooled off, and, preparations having 
been compieted, men were sent down to begin ex- 
cavations in earnest on the 10th of July following. 

In the exrly part of the work, before the caisson 
became firmly fixed in the earth, some curious 
phenomena were exhibited. Under the inflnence 
of a strong air pressure the caisson, notwithstand- 
ing the constantly increasing weight of masonry 
overhead, would tilt a little. Some of the com- 
pressed air would escape and a column of water, 
mud, and loose stones would shoot up on the out- 
side toa height of 30,40, and even 60 feet. This 
invariably caused a stampede among the workmen 
in the outer world. A roaring sound preceded 
these eruptions, and, due warning of their approach 
being given, the workmen abandoned the — 
with quite as much promptness as formerly, but 
with far less apprehension of serious consequences. 
Such disturbances as these were known as 
*“plow-outs.”” The wave of a passing Sound 
steam-boat would sometimes disturb the equilib- 
rium of the caisson, and that would cause 
a “blow-out.” In time the workmen within the 
caisson grew accustomed to such interruptions 
and paid little attention to them. Oftentimes a 
fog inside the caisson succeeded a blow-out. For 
every two feet that the calsson was sunk an 
additional pound of air pressure had to be applied 
by the air compressors, until at length the men 
were compelled to labor under the abnormal pres- 
sure of 283 pounds to the squareinch. Under euch 
a high pressure one could not even whistle, 
while a candie snuffed out would immedi- 
ately ignite again. The material to be ex- 
cavated was so hard and compact that it 
could not be broken up with pick and 
shovel, but steel bars prepared for the purpose had 
to be driven into it by sledges, and in this way 
small portions were picked off atatime. Soslow 
was this rate of progress that at, first the caisson 
settled only six inehes ina week. The effect of 
blasting in compressed air was at that time un- 
known, and it was only after some cautious pre- 
liminary tests of the effect of concussion had been 
made that it was resolved to use gunpowder in the 
submarine chamber. The first experiment in this 
direction was the firing of a pistol. No damaging 
effects, elther upon the tympanum or the vaives 
and doors in the air-lock being observable, light 
blasts were tried. The concussion amounted to 
nothing, and the use of gunpowder for biasts be- 
came an every-day occurrence. As the caisson 
was divided into six compartments, the workmen 
very readily protected themselves from flying frag- 
ments by stepping from one room into another. 
The material was transferred to the upper world 
by means of water shafts. 
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THE TOWERS AND ANCHORAGES. 

Previous borings bad demonstrated the ne- 
cessity of locating the foundations of this tower at 
least 45 feet below mean watermark. To this 
depth then the caisson had to be sunk. The work 
was one of the greatest nicety inside and outside 
the great wooden box. The correct levels had to 
be maintained so that there should be no uneven 
distribution of weight. A mistake at this period 
meant an errorin the erection of the superstruc- 
ture that might possibly be fatal to the whole bridge 
scheme. Iwomemorable cvents occurred in the 
sinking of this caisson. One was a blow-out, 
caused by the negiect of the watchman inside the 
caisson. The compressed air made its escape and 
atorrent of water and mud belched out from be- 


neath the sides with a roar that startied pedestrians 
on Fulton-street into a run for their lives. The 
muddy column rose toa great height, and in its de- 
scent bedaubed shipping along the river and houses 
near the ferry with acoatiug of yellow mud. Theasu- 
perincumbent weight upon the caisson at this time 
was about 17.000 tons. The result of this sudden 
withdrawal of the support of the compressed air 
was a settiement of the whole mass—calsson and 
masonry —10 inches, a crushing of the shoe in some 
places, and a settiement in the centre of the roof 
of about four inchés. These damages were re- 
paired after a considerable expenditure of time, 
labor, and money. The fire that was discovered 
in the caisson on the 20th of December, 1870, was 
far more destructive. One of the laborers had care- 
lessiy placed his lighted candle near a joint in the 
roof. A fire was communicated to the interior of 
the timber work, which barned over a space 
50 feet square. The first indication of its 
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size of m man’s fist near the joint where the candle 
had been carciessly placed. It was never known 
how long the fire had been silently eating its course 
| through the timber. Carbonic acid gas, water, 
and steam were tarned iato this hole in the hope 
of extinguishing it. Augur-holes bored upward 
into the roof revealed the fact that the fre was 
t still at work. 
| danger, Col. Roebling entered the caisson, where 
he remained for seven hours. He 
parallyzed the next morning. The result of that 
night's labors in the caisson are seen 
niz shattered hea'th to-day. 
with water was the Jastresort. The Brooklyn Fire 
Departmen twas called our, the fire-boat Fuller, and 
a steamer and tug lent 
and a haif hours the caisson was filled with water. 
Nearly three months were consumed in making re- 
pairs tothe caisson, When the work of sinking to. 
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the te depth had been completed, the interi- 
or of the eaisson +7as filled witha liquid mixture of 
cement and broken stone, the whole hardening 
and affording as compact a foundation as bed-rock 
itself. Upon it was reared tne Prooklyn tower 
with its symmetrical gothie archus and its cep- 
stones, 271 feet 6 inches above high-water mark. 
The sinking of the New-York caisson was 
doubly tedious and troublesome, Nearly twice 
the Cepth had to be reached, the air pressure 
Was greater in copsequence, and its efforis moro 
disasteous upon the workmen. The experience 
aiready gained was valuable. All danger of fire, 
for instance, was averted by having the ¢aisson 
lined with boiler-iron. The cost of this was $20,- 
000. The cost of tho great fireinthe Brooklyn 
enisson was exactly three-fourths of that sum. The 
Brooklyn caisson rested upon its bed of rock March 
11, 1871, and the New-York caisson in May, 1872, 
the sinking of the latter having required Jess than 
a year’s work. The construction of the two towers 
above the water-line was simple enough after the 
caisson bad been lald. The Brooklyn tower was 
completed in May, 1875, and the New-York tower 
inJuly, 1876. The latver imposes a weight of 90,000 
tons of masonry; upon its timber foundations, 
against 70,000 tons in the Brooklyn tower. 

Next to the towers in importance are the two 
anchorages, massive piles of stone weighing 60,000 
tons each, and situated 930 feet from the bottom of 
each tower. Their purpose is two-fold, They not 
only hold the ends of the cables securely, but they 
also form a part of the approaches to the suspend- 
ed floor of the bridge proper. ‘To economize ma- 
terial and labor they were built, not of solid 
masonry, but with arched passageways running 
through them lengthwise. Their dimensions are 
129 feet in length. 319 feet in width. and 85 feet in 
heizht at the river ends. Gradually diminishing 
in bulk, at the top they are 117 feet in length, 104 
feet in width, and 80 feet in height at the land 
ends. Work was begun on the Brooklyn anchor- 
age in February, 1873. At the bottom of an ex- 
cavation which had been extended below tide level 
were laid three courses of yellow pine timber. 
each stick being 12 inches wide and 12 inches in 
thickness. Being laid in water sources, they will 
always be covered and saturated with water; and 
thus protected from atmospherio changes, they 
ean never decay. Uponthis flooring was erected 
the superstructure of limestone and granite. 
Deeply imbedded in this mass of masonry are the 
four anchor plates, (one for each cable,) immense 
moldings of iron with arms like a star-fish; each 
plate weighing 23 tons. Riveted tothe anchor plates 
are the wrought-iron anchor bars, which are noth- 
ing more than the links In a chain of iron extend- 
ing fromthe plates upward through the solid ma- 
sonry to the top, where they reeeive the ends of 
the bridge cables. A device known asa ‘‘shoe”’ is 
the connecting Jink between the anchor bars and 
the cables. Around this shee are wound the 
wires which compose the cables, After the cables 
were spur, several layers of granite were 
placed in position above the shoes, and the im- 
pression gathered from a view of the cabies at 
this point is that the latter spring from the solid 
rock. Chambers were left in the masonry, how- 
ever, to enable the engineers at any time to in- 
spect the shoes and determine the condition of the 
wires. It is estimated that the anchorages will 
stand 10 times the pressure that can ever be 
breaght to bear upon them, On the other band, an 
estimate of the strength of the four cables satis- 
fies the engineers that one of the ancherages 
could be suspended from them without eaus- 
ing them to break. The New-York anchor- 
ege is similar to the Brooklyn  anchor- 
age. More difficulty was encountered in building 
it for it ison made ground at an outskirt of ‘the 
region known as “the Swamp.” In excavating for 
its toundation the tide-water soaked into the pit 
so rapidly that engines with a capacity for pump- 
ing 600 gallons 4 minute were employed in freeing 
the excavation of watcr. With much labor a 
foundation of piles was laid, and upon this was 
erected the superstrueture. 

The elder Roebling’s plans provided for iron ap- 
preaches, in the formof trestle-work. resting on 
piers of masonry. The change in the plans has re- 
sulted ina more solid structure and in one of the 
finest viaducts of modern times. The New- 
York approach particularly is admired for its 
symmetry and the magnificent curves of its 
arches. Between Chatham-street to the an- 
ehorage—a distance of 1,562 feet 6 inches— 
seven streets are erossed, all of them by stone 
arches, except Pearl and Cherry streets, Across 
Pearl-street, at Franklin-square. has been thrown 
asubstantial iron bridge, to which, in due time, 
will probably extend stairs leading from the ele- 
vated station beneath. At the Chatham-street end 
of the approach is being erected an iron building 
so planned as to receive, if it is ever desired to use 
it for this purpose, ears direct from the elevated 
railroad. The Brooklyn approach fs 971 feet in 
length, beginning at Sands-street. The grade to 
the anchorage iseasy enough for the heaviest 
team, being only 2 feet 9inches in every 100 feet. 
Prospect, Main, and York streets are each spanned 
with anfron bridge. A _ building of iron and glass, 
to be used for railway purposes, is situated near 
the Sands-street end of the appproach. 
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MAKING THE BIG CABLES. 

With the towers and anchorages completed, 
the stone age,as it may be conveniently calied, 
gave way to the period of stecl. A great deal of 
delay has occurred in connection with the con- 
tracts for furnishing the wire for the cables and 
and the heavy steel for the trusses and girders of 
the roadway. It was contributed largely on the 
installment plan and installments somehow or 
other always seemed to come in when the market 
price of steel ranged very low. The kind-hearted 
Trustees could not or would not punish the con- 
tractor and his contract dragged along months be- 
yond its allotted time forclosing itup. Enough 
wire was in the bridge yards to enable the work of 
cable-making to proceed with considerable regu- 
larity at first. On the 14th of August, 1876, a 
wire rope, three-quarters of an inch in 


diameter, was drawn up the wates-front of 
the Brooklyn tower, passed’ over its top, and 
let down again on the opposite side, where its end 
was seized and carried over the houses to the 
anchorage. The other end of this rope was placed 
on a scow and, at a time when there were no 
passing craft in the river, this was towed to the 
New-York shore, the rope veing paid out into the 
sag as an ocean cable is laid. Then the rope 
was drawn up over the tower and carried back to 
the New-York anchorage and fastened. By means 
of powerful engines this rope, nearly a mile in 
length, was stretehed to the required degree of 
tension, and the first link of steel was laid be- 
tween the twocities. Aseeond rope was extended 
the same day and their ends were united around 
driving wheels. The endless rope thus formed 
served as a traveler to carry other ropes and 
wires across, running in cast-iron sheaves on the 
tops of the tops of the towers. As many journeys 
would have to be taken by the workmen on this 
traveler, Mr. E. F. Parrington, the master me- 
chanie, decided to show his workmen how easily 
it was done and to inspire them with courage by 
an example. <A boatswain’s buggy. which is 
nothing more than a short piece of board such 
as is used ina child’s swing, with ropes from its 
four corners fastened to an iron ring overhead, 
was rigged up and attached tothetraveler. In 
this frail seat Mr. Farrington seated himself on the 
afternoon of Aug. 25,1876. At a given signal the 
drums were started, and the adventurous voya- 
ger began his trip from anchorage to anchor- 
age, starting frem the Brooklyn _ shore. 
He was whirled over the tops of the 
houses and the river with amazing rapidity. 
Workmen stood ready to assist him on the tops of 
the towers, and having reached the New-York an- 
chorage he turned around and sped back again. 
Exactly 22 minutes, by President Murphy's watch, 
had been oceupied in making the hazardous jour- 
ney. Word had gone abroad that something of 
this mature would be attempted that day, and | 
thousands of spectators gathered in the two cities 
to watch the event. The firing of eannon, the 
blowing of whisties by the river craft, and the 
shouts of the spectators went up in a vast greeting 
tothe man who sat in the boatswain'’s buggy, 
waving his hat with one hand and _ oling- 
ing closely to the ropes with the _ other. 
Another endless traveler rope was stretehed be- 
tween the anchorages after this, and then a heay- 
jer wire rope known as a carrier. By means of 
these the three small cables for supporting the 
cradles, in which the work of building the main 
cables was to be carried on, were put across and 
secured in their places over the tops of the tow- 
ers. Then came the foot-bridge from anchorage 
to anchorage over the tops of the towers, with 
wooden slats for its bottom and nothing but a 
steel wire on either side to serve as a hand-rail. 
Across this dizzy structure hundreds of persons 
passed. People seemed to be crazy to prostrate 
tnemselyes on top of the towers. One man 
started on the journey, got out a few bun- 
dred feet, and, calmly lying down, de- 
clined to budge an inch in either direction. 
Mortal terror had seized his soul and he clung like 
grim death tothe wooden siats. Workmen were 
compelled to go out and get him. Another ambl- 
tious gentleman fell down in an epileptic fit balf- 
way between the anchorage and tower, and his 
legs and arms flew wildiy about as he lay on the 
Barrow path—about three feet in width—and sym- 
pathetic undertakers who had shops in the vicinity | 
gathered in the expectation of doing all the jus- 
tice possible toa body that was about to fall 140 
feet. Again the bridge workmen intervened and 
the frothing unfortunate was taken to the ground. 
The spinning of the cables tairly began June 11, 
1877, and the last wire was run over the river Oct. 
15, 1878. Sheds had been put up on top of the Broek 
tyn anchorage and all {the machinery was placed 
there. Hight enormous drums were put up for | 
each cable. On each 10 miles of wire were wound, 
making 800 miles In all. The wire. which was 
made from the best steel] and then galvanized, had 
been dipped in linseed-oil several times until it was 
weil coated. As it was wound on the drums, the 
ond of one coil was fastened to that of the next by 
a steel ferrule, which had inside screw threada to 
match those cut in the ends of the wire. At the ends 
of the cables the wiros had to shoes which 
were to be fastened to the chains, and 
these were put above

Each separate wire had to bo regulated to ita 
proper place by men on the tops of the towera and

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the sun’s rays, and storms and cold weather caused 
many delays. All the wire was gaivan and 
then it received five eoats of oil to prevent any 
rusting where tho galyonizing might get off. These 
were the first cables ever made of galyanizad steol 
wire, Each joint, where the wires are screwed 
together. was also galvanized. The wire was run out 
$0 its place at a speed of 11 or 12 feet a second. On 
the top of the towers the ;eable strands were laid 

in saddles, one to each cable, and so ealled from 

the fancied resemblanee between their deep 
groove and the Mexican saddle. Iron rollers 
were placed in position near by, and over these 

the wires first passed before being. laid in 

the saddle. Any strain on the cables causing them 
to deflect at one part makes them move in the sad- 
dies, while the rollers take up the strain and pre-* 
vent any wrenching of the masonry of the tower. 

Keach o: the four cables having received its allotted 

19 strands, the work of binding them together and 

wrapping them with wire into a compact cylin- 
drical furm was next undertaken. All the termpo- 

rary wrappings were removed, so that the strands 

were no longer separate, their wires being 

brought loosely together. With clamps and 

squeezers and wooden mallets the one-eighth-inch 

wires were finally compressed together, and then 

seourely bound in that position by the permanent 

wrapping of steel wire. Each cable was then 

painted with white lead and oli, and for miles they 

could be seen glistening in the sunlight of 

any fair day. Each cable was 1534 inches in 

diameter, or nearly 50 inches around. A 

remarkable accident happened in connection 

with the running of the wire on the 19th of June, 

1878. One of the great strands broke loose from 

the New-York anchorage, carrying with it the im- 

mense iron “shoe” and its penderous attach- 

ments, The shoe left the anchorage with a 

“whiz,”’ killing two men outright ard took a 

frightful leap of 900 feet over the tops of houses 

and streets to the foot of the tower. It rested 

there for only an instant. The weight of the quar- 

ter-mile of wire in tue river span jerked it like 

lightning up the side of the tower, over its 

top and far out into the river, where it quickly dais- 

appeared to the bottom. It was a wonder that 

none of the river craft were struck by it in its 

meteoric flight and sent to the bottom to keep it 

company. ‘Three of the bridge workmen were se- 

riously injured by this accident. 


FINISHING THE UNDERTAKING. 

Following the completion of the cables came 
the fastening of the suspender bands to them at 
intervals of 7% feet throughout their entire 
length from anchorage to anchorage. These bands 
were of wrought-iron, five inches in width and five- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. They were curved 
to fit round the cables, and the ends terminate in 
projections. The band was first heated until it 
could be opened far enough to go over the cable, 
and after they were in place they were drawn to- 
gether by a bolt, which also held the suspender 
socket. When the bands were all in plaee the sus- 
pender ropes were attached to them. These sus- 
penders are steel ropes varying in length from 170 
feet close to the towers to 3 feet in the middle of 
the central span. They are fastened by sockets to 
the suspender bands, and at the lower end is a stir- 


rup rod to hold the floer beam in its place. The 
top of each suspender is fastened in the socket 
attached to the band by pins driven between the 
wires and then the whole is filled with melted lead. 
The ends of the wires are turned over in riveting, 
Each suspender was tested to sustain 100 tons, and 
the extreme weight which wiil come upen each 
will be only 10 tons. 

The suspension of the steel roadway from the 
suspenders was the closing piece of work in ‘this 
great enterprise. What a bewildering combina- 
tion of trusses and beams and girders and evords 
did this roadway present to the passengers jvho 
peered upward from the ferry-boats as month after 
month it stretched itseif along with tortoise-like 
swiftness! Its weight when finally completed was 
6,620 tons. Some idea of the weight imposed upon 
the bridge can now be formed. The cables weigh 
3,460 tons, the suspenders 1,180 tons, the timber 
flooring 2,760 tons, and the steel rails for the car 
tracks 660 tons, making the total permanent 
weight of the bridge 14,680 tons. A transitory Joad 
of 3,100 tons can be placed upon it with perfect 
safety. In general terms, the roadway 
which will be thrown open to the _ pub- 
fic this week consists of a steel frame- 
work 85 feet in width suspended from the 
four cables by steel suspenders attached to steel 
floor beams, seven and one-half feet apart. Six 
longitudinal trusses divide the flooring into five 
parts. The two outer p ces are for the use of ve- 
hicles. The two inner divisions are laid with steel 
rails and provided with endless wire ropes for haul- 
ing across the rapid transit cars. Between the two 
inner divisions and at some distance above them is 
the space devoted to foot passengers, 15 feet 7 
inches in width, a promenade the mest elevated 
and sightly that the world has ever seen. 
At the Brooklyn end is the machinery which will 
move the endless ropes arid send the cars speeding 
across the bridge in five minutes’ time. The fare 
on the cars has been fixed at 5oents. The toll for 
foot passengers will be 1 cent, while vehicles wiil 
be required to pay a toll varying but little from 
that now exacted on the ferry-boats. Twenty-four 
cars will be in operation in trains of four cars each. 
The cost of this system of rapid transit will be 
half a million dollars. 

Although numerous accidents have oceurred and 
many deaths have been noted among those em- 
ployed on this wonderful bridze, it is recorded as 
a somewhat eurious fact that no break has oc- 
curred in the engineering staff since the death of 
the elder Roebling. Associated with Col. Roebling 
from the very beginning of the work were C. C. 
Martin, Col. W. H. Paine, Franels Collingwood, 
George W. McNulty. and S. R. Probasco, civil en- 
gineers, and E. F. Farrington, master meehanic, 
That these gentlemen share with Col. Roebling in 
no small degree the honor of its successful com- 
pletion is not douvted by the newspaper reporters, 
who, next to the Trustees, have kept the most 
faithful wateh over this vast enterprise. One of 
the latest decisions or the Trustees was that of 
lighting the bridge by electricity, and ornamental 
supports forthe glass globes of the electric sys- 
tem were accordingly placed iv position for that 
purpose.

THE WINNER OF THE DERBY 


oe 
ST. BLAISE CARRIES OFF THE COV- 
LIED PRIZE. 

THE SMALLEST FIELD OF STARTERS IN 60 
YEARS—A CLOSE STRUGGLE AND A 
WELL-EARNED TRIUMPH. 

Epsom, May 23.—The Derby was won to- 
dey by St. Blaise, with Highland Chief second and 
Galliard third. Such a brilliant Derby Day has not 
been known for years. <A large number of foreign 
racing notabilities were present, especially Ameri- 
cans and Frenchmen. The royal party comprised 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, the Duke and Duchess of 
Albany, and Prince Christian. The spacious grassy 
paddock was so thronged that it was difficult to 
get a look at the favorites. Only 11 horses started 
out of 229subscribers. This is the smallest field 
of starters for the Derby since 1823, just 60 years 
azo, when Emilius won the race. The betting im- 
mediately before the raee was as follows: One 
hundred to thirty against Galliard, five to one each 
against Prince and Goldfield, eleven to two against 
St. Blaise, six toone ageinst Ladislas, ten to one 
against Beau Brummel, sixteen to one against 


Highland ,Chief, fifteen to one against Splendor, 
forty to one against Laccoon. 

The course was hard and trying to those horses 
whose legs were at alltender. The horses came 
to the course at 3 o’cleck and the flag fell three 
minutes later. Benjour made the running at the 
start, attended by Sigmopnone. They had aclear 
lead of Ladislas, The Prince, Splendor, and Gold- 
field, who were bunched, to Tattenham Corner, 
when St. Blaise took up the running, closely 
followed by Galliard and Goldfield to the 
distance, where Highland Chief took ‘second 
place and pressed St. Blaise very hard, but did 
not quite succeed in catching up with him. St. 
Blaise won by a neck. Galliard finished half a 


length behind Highland Chief. Goldfield finished 
fourth, Beau Brummel fifth, Laocoon sixth, 
Splendor seventh, Ladislas eighth. The Prince 
ninth, Bonjour tenth, and Sigmophone last. The 
time of the winner was 2:48 2-5.

CHINESE HONORS TO A DEAD LADY. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, May 14. 

The mother of Huang Tsun Hoing, Consul- 
General to the United States, died in China Feb. 
16. She was 56 years old, and at the time of her 
death was of the third rank. About two weeks 

| ago the Consul-General received news of his loss, 
and, according to eustom, notice of the sad event 
was sent to the prominent Chinese merchants of 
the city. Yesterday a great many people called 
on the Consul-General to condole with him. For 
two days previous these callers had been sending 
in presents of food of various descriptions and 
elegant banners, some & or 10 feet longand 3 or 4 


wide, made of silk, satin, and rich cloths. Upon 
these were inscribed in silk, gold, and silver the 
name of the deceased, her rank, eulogies of 
her, and the names of the donors, concluding with 
the quotation, ‘** May her virtues be everlasting.” 
These banners were numerous and covered nearly 
every inch of the Consulate walls, while the* food, 
gotten up in not only an attraetive style, but in an 
artistie manner, occupied a great deal of the space 
in the large building. Ail of the callers, aressed 
semi-mourning, including long blue linen coats, 
bound around the waist witha band of white, 
were received at the door by Viee-Consul Tsnag

| EPISCOPALIANS AND LUTHERANS. 


SARATOGA, May 23.—At the Presbyterian 
General Assembly to-day the forty-sixth annual re 
Dort of the Board of Foreign Missions was read by 
the Rey. Dr. Marvin R. Vincent, of New-York. 
The receipts from all sources, including last year’s 
balance, are $656,237; expenditures, $669,620, leav- 
ing a balance against the board of $13,883. The 
year’s income represents the offerings of 4,259 
churches, the largest number ever reported, and 
the liberality of the women’s boards, The 


board has in charge’ 159 American and 
92 native ordained missionaries, hegideg 
138 native licentiates, lay missionaries, 21 
male and 265 female Americans, and 285 natives 
of both sexes. Inthe mission schools there are 
21,258 pupils. The repotts from mission stations 
are all encouraging. The report, in speaking of 
Indian .missions, deciared that the greatest kin- 
drances were the corruptions and frauds perpe- 
trated upon the red men by the agents of the 
United States Government, and calléd for offorta = 
arousing the national conseience to this 
bere The report also calls for the raising 
of $700,000 during the comin nominates 
the Rev Dr. Marvin R. Vincent as the somnene in 
the board to the late Hon. W. E. Dodge. Moderator 
Hattield announced the following as 4 committee 
to wait on President Arthur relative to establish- 
ing a civil government in Alaska: The Rey. Drs.

CARRY THROUGH ITS REFORM 

From the Chicago Tribune, May 19. ; 
At this stage of the civil service progress, 
and to.show the real animus of Gen. Grant in the 
matter of its enforcement 10 years ago,it may be well 
to print a little of the history of the service which 
has hitherto been unpublished. The 2ist of January, 
1872, Mr. Joseph Medill, then Mayor, and also a 
, member of the Civil Service Board, of which Mr. 
Geerge William Curtis was Chairman, wrote to 
President Grant expressing his desire to tender his 
resignation “ because the Mayoralty office he held 
so occupied his time and thoughts that ft would be 
impossible to properly discharge the duties de- 


volving on a member of the Civil Serviee Commis- 
sion.” President Grant replied the ist of Feb- 
ruary, 1872, notifying Mr, Medill that the board 
deelined to accept his resignation, aad 

he had coneurred with them. He then wenton to 
say: “ Theresultof the conference is that we 
agree that your resignation should not be aceept- 
ed. All appreciate the reasons for yonr absence 
from the sittings of the board in the past and for 
the future, * * * put believe that the labor 
ean be performed in the future. with eccasional 
correspondence to insure your concurrence in the 
work performed.”” He then added: ‘It ismy in- 
tention that civil serviee reform shall have afair - 
trial. The great defect in the past custom is that 
Executive patronage had come to be as 
the property of individuals ot the party a eee. 
The echoiee of Federal officers has been li to 
those seeking office. A true reform will have the 
offices to seek the men.” : 

The question of resignation remained in abey- 
ance until April 1, 1873, when Mr. Medill sent ta his 
peremptory resignation, as follows: \

A LONG-LOOKED-FOR PASS FOUND. 

Panama, May 12.—The Barilochi Pass, be- 
tween Chili and the Argentine Territory, which 
hac been recently discovered, had long been 
searched for, but the astuteness of [the Indians in 
time of peace and the precautions taken by them 
in time of war have hitherto prevented it becom- 
ing known te Argentines or Chilians. The Jesuits 
were aware of its existence, and a! century and a 
half ago unsuccessfully explored forthe entranee 
to it in all directions, while Pessis| author of the 


map of Chili, confidently stated that the easiest 
roate between the Atlantic and Pacific would be- 
come known directly the Argentin¢sdrove the In- 
diaus from the plains and mountains. ‘Ihe discov- 
ery of this pass places the Pacific within 70 miles, 
by an easy road, of the extreme western Argentine 
outpost at Lake Nahuelhaspi, and it will now be 
possible te eonstruct a railroad from the Gulf of 
San Matras, Patagonia, on the Atlantic, across the 
Pampas and through this pass to Chill, on the Pa- 
cific, which will be less than one-half the length of 
that now in course of completion from Buenos 
Ayres to Santiago, via Mendoza. It is difficult to 
overestimate the value of this discovery, as it will 
certaiuly have an immediate effect in promoting 
the development of the vast plains of Southern 
Argentine and Fatagonia and of the regions which 
are now being for the first time explored and 
opened to civilization by Argentine and: Chilian

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


FINANCE DEPARIMENT AFFAIRS. 
THE ALDERMEN RECOMMENDING A RIGID 
EXAMINATION, 

The Board of Aldermen received yesterday 
aletter from the Counsel for Messrs. Emmet and 
Forrester, who were recently dismissed from 
clerkships inthe Finance Department for neglect 
of duty, asking the Aldermen to request the 
Mayor to direct that a complete examination of 
the Finance Department be made at once. This 
letter was referred to the special committee ap- 
pointed a week ago to advise with the Mayor re- 
garding the Carroll frauds, and then Alderman 
Cochrane offered a resolution directing the special 
committee ‘‘to unite with the Mayor in causing a 
thorough examination of all the accounts in the 


office of the Controiler and of the business meth- 
ods therein employed for the years 1879, 1880, 1881, 
and 1 »7 

Gen. Cochrane said that the examination 
made by the Commissioners of Accounts gave 
some startling revelations, to which the atten- 
tion of the public and ef the Aldermen should 
be directed. The Commissioners reported 
that the keeper of the record rooms was absent; 
that the records were in confusion; that the super- 
vision of the clerical work was lax, and that the 
Finanee Department was bordering on ‘a state of 
demoralization. These statements were eertified 
to by the Commissioners in their offielal capacity. 
The question which must at last be met was that 
of the personal liability of the Controller for anv 
defalcation of persons under him. If it was shown 
that negligence could be imputed to tie Control- 
ler, there could be no question that under 
the law he was liable. But while this 
ghastly picture of corruption was being 
exposed there was also being exposed with terrifie 
effect the negligence of a body on whom the pub- 
lic had to rely for the protection of the fiscal af- 
fairs of the City. It was the duty of the Commis- 
sioners, under the charter, to examine the accounts 
of the Controller’s Department every three months. 
This duty the Commissioners had nominally per- 
formed. The Controiler had ina measure relied 
on their reports, and to that extent his negligence 
was, perhaps, palliated, yet the speaker thought 
to leave the examination of his books to for- 
eign officers in nowise palliated the Controlier’s 
negligence. On Nov. 30, 1882, Gen. Cochrane 
continued, the Commissioners of Aecounts certi- 
fied that they had examined the accounis of the 
Finance Department for the year then ended, and 
had found them correct, At that time Carroll's 
ledger had not been written up for 10 mopths, and 
when afterward examined errors and erasures 
were found in his books. What should be said of 
Commissioners who, under such circumstances, 
certified that everything was eorrect? Book- 
keeper Barrett stated that interest coupons were 
paid twice within three days. The Commissioners 
were employed to examine these accounts, and yet 
they failed to detect these double payments. “ Sir,” 
exclaimed Alderman Cochrane, “there is seme- 
thing rotten in Denmark.” Gen. Cochrane urged 
that the Aldermen were entitled to have a rigid 
examination of the Finance Department. He had 
heard it repeated, and he did not wonder, that 
there was not a department in the City free from 
corruption, and in the light of recent revelations 
who could say it was not so? We had passed 
through one fearful crisis. If there was to be an- 
other, let us know it. In conclusion Gen. Coch- 
rane said the Mayor was intent on doing his duty 
in the matter. The resolution was adopted by a 
unanimous vote.

THE NORMANDIL’S RETURN TRIP. 
CROWDS OF VISITORS WISHING THE PASSEN- 
GERS A PLEASANT VOYAGE. 


The new steam-ship Normandie, of the 
French line, started on her first trip from this port 
at 4:20 o’olock yesterday afternoon, having on 
board 160 cabin passengers, and others making in 
the aggregate 300. The list included a number of 
people well known in society in this City. Mme. 
Théo and a majority of the members of the Grau 
French opera company and a party of Cuban 
pleasure-seekers bound for Spain. About 3,000 


people visited the vessel during the afternoon, the 
majority of whom were there es 
trom curiosity. The steamer was well worthy 
a visit, for her fittings are little less 
than magnificent, and her appointments all that 
the most exacting traveler could ask for. Yester- 
day the main cabin was converted into a floating 
conservatory, there being displayed on the tables 
and about the cabin over a hundred handsome 
pieces and bouquets, a number of potted plants, 
and bushels of cut flowers. Most of these were 
presents to passengers from friends, the Misses 
Whitney, Mrs. MacCreery, Mrs. Watrous, and Mrs. 
Leon eims being most voluminousiy remem- 
bered. Mme. Théo was the recipient of a hand- 
some basket of cut flowers that required two 
men to carry. She wore a traveling dress 
of gray stuff, a long brown basque, yel- 
low gloves, a hat of biack chip, trimmed 
with lace and a dove'’s wing. She carried 
a crimson coaching umbrella and a bouquet of 
lilies of tne valley when she first came on board. 
Just before 8 o’clock. the hour set for the depart- 
ure of the steamer, Mme. Théo appeared forward 
with a light-colered wrap and waved her farewells 
to the hundreds on the pier. The band stationed 
on the pier played selections from Offenbach’s 
operas. About 50 ladies and gentlemen boarded 
an emigrant barge which was tied at the head of 
the pier. While the party were engaged in waving 
their farewells to friends the barge moved off and 
the party was carried down to Castle Garden and 
didn’t see the Normandie off, the enforced trip of 
the party in company with the emigrants causing 
much sport. The Normandie did not start at the 
advertised time, because she got stuck in the mud 
and had to wait fer the tide to rise. When she did 
start the band played the “ Marseillaise Hymn” 
until the vessel got well out into the Hudson and 
headed for Sandy Hook.

SUITS AGAINST RAILROADS. 

In the United States Circuit Court, yester- 
day, before Judge Shipman and a jury, the trial of 
the suit of Maria A. Feredi against Francis S. 


Lathrop as Reeeiver of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, was begun for the recovery of $10,000 
damages for personal injuries.

The 
eub-tenants were L. Germain, a feather-dyer in 
the front basement; Julius Lambert, a maker of 


stands for artificial flowers, in the rear of the third 
floor, and Thérése D. Trenehand and six children 
in rooms in the front of the third floor. At 9:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the fire broke 
out, there were in the building Germain and his 
employes, Mrs. Guedan’s employes, a woman she 
had hired to do chores, and six workmen employed 
by Lambert.. The fire started in wooden exten- 
sion in the rear of the first floor, where colors were 
applied to leaves and fruit in course of manufacture. 
A vessel of naphtha caught fire from a gas-jet and 
exploded. The extension building was ablaze in a 
few seconds, and the employes fied. Mrs. Guedan 
was more solicitous for the safety of the persons 
up stairs than for her own, and she ran to the sec- 
ond floor, calling out * Fire!” to warn Lambert's 
employes. It is believed that she inhaled smoke 
on the second floor landing, and went into the 
largest of the front rooms with the charwoman. 
Thomas Downs, of No. 840 Hudson-street, passed 
the house at the time the fire broke out, ana 
watched until he saw Mrs. Guedan and a younger 
woman appear at the second-floor window and 
clamor for aid. Downs ran to Nd. 189 Greene- 
street, and, entering the room of Anthony Monet, 
begged for a blanket to aid him in saving the lives 
of two women. Monet wanted to know who 
would pay him if it got torn or soiled. Downs left 
Monet, but Ella Chevallaz, a laundress in the base- 
ment, gave Downs a quilt. When Downs reached 
the street the women were no longer at the 
window, bit Lumbert’s employes were get- 
ting out of the window at the sonth 
end of Mrs. Trenchand’s room to the cornice of 
No. 188 Greene-street, a very perilous feat, but they 
all saved themselves. The fire swept from the rear 
to the front of the house, gutting the rear and de- 
stroying the third floor and roof. Mrs. Guedan’s 
body was found on the third.floor. It was ap- 
parent that she left the front room on the secend 
floor and groped blindly to where she was found, 
hoping to escape to the roof. Little remained of 
her but her trunk, her head. arms, and legs being 
reduced to charred flesh. Her body was removed 
to a Spring-street undertaker’s from the Mercer- 
street police station. 

The losses by the fire are $1,500 on the building, 
$3,500 to Mrs. Guedan's property, $500 on Mrs. 
Trenchand’s furniture, $800 to Lambert, and $400 
to Germain, a total of $6,700. Mrs. Guedan was 
insured for $5,000. Her son-in-law, Baptiste Ceruti, 
took charge of the property. Monet admitted toa 
reporter of Tue Times that he refused to lend a 
blanket to Downs because he was a poor man and 
could net have replaced it if it had been lost or

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RATHER SHAKY AS A WHOLE, WITH LOWER 
PRICES THROUGH THE LIST. 


Cricaco, May 23.—The leading produce markets 
were less active to-day, and averaged lower. Provis- 
ions were very weak, with no support from the longs 
and no demand from outside. Grain was easier onthe 
facts of flue weather and larger receipts, with an 
equal absence of outsiae demand. The absence of 
buying orders for grain seemed to bea surprise to the 
trade, as the bad reports were expected to bring in 
big buying orders. Possibly the tendency to strength 
was checked by the recollection that exactly a year 


ago we had heavy frosts in the West, but that fair 
crops followed them. There was an active shipping 
movement in corn, and some export inquiry for Win- 
ter wheat.

‘The present intimations from Albany are 
to the effect that Gov. CLEVELAND is strong- 
Yy disinclined to call a special session of the 
Senate. He seems to be now in a mood to 
resist the political pressure that has been 
brought to bear upoa him unless it shall 
plainiy appear that the public interests re- 
guire the appointment of Harbor-masters 
under {the new law. There is no doubt 
bat the Quarantine Commissioners may 
hold over until their successors are 
appointed, and it is expressly provided 
in the law affecting the immigration depart- 
ment that it shall remain in charge of the 
present commission until the new one has 
qualified. The Harbor-masters have strong 
support, legal and otherwise, in the position 
that they, too, may hold over. If this can 
be sustained, there is no sufficient reason for 
the special session, and the Governor will 
faye an easy way out of his present dilem- 
ma and feel:independent in dealing with the 
bills which still await his action. This 
course requires less courage than that of 
’ meeting the Senate and reconsidering the 
nominations, and for that reason.it seems to 
commend itself to the Governor. 


The appointment of Mr. Joun Jay to the 
Btate Civil Service Commission, in place of 
Mr. Wuire, is one that will be heartily com- 
mended by all friends of reform. Mr. Jay 
has been closely connected with the work 
for along time. He has the experience in 
public affairs, the zeal, and the capacity 
“which are needed in the new place. His 
Bervices should be particularly valuable in 
connection with the introduction of reform 
in the municipal departments. 


A searching and impartial inquiry into the 
stealing in the Controller’s office by the 
ppecial committee of the Board of Aldermen 
might fix the responsibility for the City’s 
loss a little more definitely than it has been 
fixed by the-examinations already made. An 
examination of that kind from such a 
source would also agreeably surprise the 
public, which is not accustomed to look for 
disinterested action of any kind from the 
Aldermen. But if this inquest is under- 
taken no personal or political considerations 
should stand in the way of its thoroughness.

Mr. Bayne’s. assertions concerning ex- 
Tariff Commissioner Oniver’s interest in 
the passage of the compromise tariff bill, 
with its reduction in the duty paid on 
steel wire rods, which ure consumed 
in- large quantities by Mr. OLiver’s 
firm in Pittsburg, form a curious 
contribution to the posthumous history 
of the late Tariff Commission. It 
has been often said that the iron and 
stecl interests of Pittsburg were tenderly 
looked after by the commission in 
its own Dill, but this evidence of the 
capacity of one of its members to overloo« 
the humiliating treatment that painfully 
elaborated measure received at the hands of 
Congress, and to actually advise the 
passage of a bill differing ‘from _ it 
in many important respects, comes like 
alate but striking tribute to the breadth, 
tolerance, and disinterestedness of the rep- 
resentatives of the various interests sum- 
moned a year ago by the President to inves- 
tigate and revise the tariff. After all there 
is nothing like practical knowledge and ex- 
perience in these matters. 


There is a variety of weapon known 
variously among ruffians and cowardly as- 
sassins as ‘‘ slung-shots,”’ ‘‘ life-preservers,”’ 
‘Sweet Williams,’ ‘Black Jacks,” ‘* jog- 
gerheads,’’ and ‘‘casse tétes.”’ These and a 
few other instruments of a similar character 
are intended to be used in suddenly, swiftly, 
and noiselessly killing or stunning the in- 
tended victim of a secret assault. Balti- 
more, which has the credit of giving birth 
to ‘* Blood Tubs,” ‘‘ Dead Rabbits,’’ “‘ Plug 
Uglies,’’ and other sanguinary characters of 
that ilk, manufactures these cheerful weap- 
ons. The seizureof six cases of them in this 
City yesterday seems to have astonished the 
owner and consignee of these persuasive 
physical arguments. It appears that New- 
York houses deal at wholesale in ‘“‘ Sweet 
Williams,’’ their chief market being in 
Western cities where a high order of civil- 
ization demands them, with monster dra- 
matic performances, and the finer form of 
esthetic criticism. In New-York there is a 
law which makes the manufacture, posses- 
sion, or sale of slung-shots, sand-clubs, and 
similar weapons a misdemeanor. The mur- 
derous implements were accordingly seized 
and their owner and consignee was locked 
up, much to his surprise. This innocent 
man had shipped his goods to New-York as 
**chocolate.”’ 





MR. CHANDLER ON REFORM. 


‘The Secretary of the Navy received Mr. 
Dezenporr’s letter of the 11th on the 17th, 
by which we judge that the letter made very 
good time through the ordinary channels of 
the Navy Department. The reply of the 
Secretary was given to the public yesterday 
morning, by which we judge that the Secre- 
tary himself has done pretty well, according 
to the department standard of dispatch. Mr. 
DezenpDoRrF’s letter has caused the Secre- 
tary to send instructions to the chiefs of bu- 
reaus in the Norfolk Navy-yard to make an 
investigation and ‘“‘to reform any disobe- 
dience of law and correct any abuses in ad- 
ministration which may be found to exist, 
for whatever purpose or under whatever 
pretext maintained.”” This 1s very well for 
a beginning. It would not be courteous to 
doubt that the chiefs of the navy-yard 
bureaus with a roving commission to re- 
form all abuses that can be discovered will 
proceed to carry out their orders. But they 
will not get far in their investigation of ‘‘ the 
facts charged’’ before they will find that these 
particular abuses flow from another source 
and can only be stopped at the fountain 
head. Chiefs of bureaus are, of course, 
men of importance, but they are subor- 
dinates, and most of what they do is done 
under ‘the instructions, direct or indirect, of 
those nearer the Secretary of the Navy. In 
his letter of the 11th Mr. Dezenporr stated 
that a political assessment had been made 
upon the employes of the navy-yard in 
accordance with an arrangement made 
by Senator Manone, and that the vic- 
tims were afraid to refuse to pay 
it lest they might lose their places. 
This, Mr. CHANDLER will readily see, is 
something with which the chiefs of bureaus 
have very little to do. The trouble lies 
with the senior Senator from Virginia and 
with his relations to the Federal Adminis- 
tration, including the Secretary of the Navy. 
What the unfortunate men in the Norfolk 
Navy-yard are afraid of is that Manonre 
will get them turned out if they do not pay, 
and, judging by the past, the fear is not 
unreasonable. There are two ways in 
which they can be reassured, provided 
the money has not already been 
turned in. One is for the Secretary 
to make known his firm intention 
to disregard Mr. Manene’s wishes in regard 
to the employes of the department in Vir- 
ginia and to use his great influence with 
the President in the same direction. The 
other is for the Secretary to ascertain the 
facts as to Mr. Dezenporr’s allegation, 
and if he finds it to be true that the Senator 
was concerned in the assessment, to do all 
that he can to get the Senator indicted, tried, 
convicted, and sent to the penitentiary, 
Both means could be resorted to, as 
neither conflicts with the other. The lat 
ter, however, would be by far the most 
efficacious. The Secretary can readily sce 
that if the Senator has really been con- 
cerned in this assessmeni, he has rendered 
himself liable to punishment under the act 
of Jan. 16, sections 11 and 15. Anda mo- 
ment’s reflection will convince him that, 
were the Senator once within prison walls, 
the employes of the navy-yard would be 
free from any apprehension in connection 
with Readjuster assessments. 
We,.of course, credit the Secretary with 
an ardent desire to carrv out the reform 


law. ‘We Venture to suggest to him, how- 
ever, that the course we have pointed out 
will serve that purpose much better than sar- 
castic references to Mr. DezanpDoRF’s mo- 
tives. Mr. Drzexporr may be a very un- 
worthy person, and he may deserve the sharp- 
est arrows of the Secretary’s irony, but the 
people care very little for him personally 
and not much more for Mr. CHanpDLeER, in 
comparison with the work of reform; but 
they do care a great deal that the sneaking 
tyranny of Manone shall be put an end to 
and that Cabinet officers shall cease to have 
any complicity with it. 


THE KENTUCKY REPUBLICANS. 


Mr. Water Evans, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, presided yesterday over 
the Kentucky Republican State Conven- 
tion. A platform was duly adopted, which 
devotes a good deal of attention to State 
matters, but in regard to natidnal concerns 
confines itself to reaflirming the platform of 
1880 at Chicago, to a demand for “free to- 
bacco,’ and to the following resolution: 

“ That we favor an adjustment of the tariff that 
. Will not only provide a revenue sufficient to defray 
the expenses of the Government, but afford just 
and reasonable protection to the industr’al classes 
of our country without being oppressive to the 
agricultural and other interests of our people.” 

This is practicaily the same as the tariff 
resolution of tlhe Democratic Convention. 
Both parties reaffirm their respective plat- 
forms of 1880, and while the Democratic 
platform of that year demanded a tariff for 
revenue only, that of the Republicans con- 
tained substantially the same demand, 
The additional resolution in each of 
the State platforms this year is vague 
and meaningless. Neither party appears to 
have been inclined to {1 .e any well-defined 
position on this subject, and the proceedings 
of both conventions may be regarded as 
insignificant. This was hardly to have been 
expected from the Democrats, who have 
in Mr. CaRLISLE a prominent and very able 
candidate for Speaker, standing as the rep- 
resentative of advanced views as to the 
tariff, and entitled to the active support of 
his party in his own State. But since the 
Democrats dodged the issue, it is not sur- 
prising that the Republicans should have 
followed their example. 

The convention adopted a_ resolution 
praising the Administration of President 
AnrTuor in the highest terms, and express- 
ing the gratification of the Kentucky Re- 
publicans at the recent appointment of Mr. 
Evans. Itis difficult to judge from the re- 
ported proceedings of the convention how 
far the party is in a condition to make an 
aggressive campaign in Kentucky. There 
is surely chance for such a campaign, but 
the party has been much divided and has 
lost some of its ablest leaders. - 


HARVARD COLLEGE AND GOV. 
BUTLER. 


The Board of Overseers of Harvard Col- 
lege has postponed for a week its award of 
honorary degrees in consequence of a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the propriety of fol- 
lowing the custom of bestowing the degree 
of Doctor of Laws on .the Governor of 
the State of Massachusetts. This cus- 
tom was adopted at a time when there 
was a close relation between the col- 
lege and the State, and when its Overseers 
were chosen by the Legislature. It has 
been continued chiefly because it had become 
a custom, and because no occasion has before 
arisen for breaking away fromit. Now, 
however, the State has a Governor whom 
Harvard College does not wish to honor, 
and one who on numerous occasions has ex- 
pressed his contempt for the institution and 
its pretensions. 

One would imagine that it would not take 
an independent and high-toned body of men 
long to decide this momentous question. 
The executive chair of Massachusetts has 
no finalicnable title to an honorary de- 
gree from Harvard. Gen. Burier is a 
man upon whom it would not think of con- 
ferring that honor because of his merits 
as a man and a scholar, and it should 
be conferred on no other ground. College 
degrees should be bestowed on men and not 
on offices. , The sentiment of the college and 
of its Alumni must be practically unani- 
mous against conferring this degree upon 
Gen. BuTLer, and it is a good time now to 
depart from a custom which in this case‘ at 
least would be more honored in the breach 
than the observance. 


RAILROADS AND DRY GOODS. 


The Railroad Commission gave a hearing 
yesterday to representatives of the dry 
goods trade who claim that freight charges 
on the merchandise in which they deal are 
too high. The utmost that the commission 
can do is to listen to the statements on both 
sides of this question and form their own 
conclusions as to the justice of the demand. 
The railroad companies will still be at lib- 
erty to act upom their suggestions or not as 
their own interests may seem to them to 
dictate. Itis well, however, to have the sub- 
ject considered by a presumably ‘impartial 
tribunal, and its recommendations may have 
some weight. 

The dry goods trade has some ground for 
the complaint which it makes. The princi- 
ple on which the railroads avowedly act in 
fixing their rates is to apportion to each class 
of merchandise carried that share of their 
general charges which it can equitably bear. 
Some goods are carried at little more than 
the cost of transportation—in some cases it 
is said at even less than cost—because oth- 
erwise they would not be carried at all, or 
to only a restricted extent. The de- 
ficiency is made up by high charges on 
others which will bear it. Years ago 
when the products of Eastern mills 
had a higher value than at present and met 
with less competition they were classified so 
as to be subject to the rates which are now 
complained of. These rates bore no direct 
relation either to the value of the goods or 
to the actual cost of carrying them, but they 
took their place in the schedule according to 
the proportion which it was assumed they 
could contribute to the revenues of the rail- 
roads. 

Whether or not this principle is sound, it 
is the one which controls in the arrange- 
ment of freight schedules. Now it is claimed 
that the conditions have changed since the 
present classification of dry goods as first 
class freight was made. Manufactures have 
sprung up ia the South and have multipled 


in the West, and in both sections they are 


favored by the railroads on their gencral 


theory of aiding in the development 
of industries for their own ‘present or 
future profit. Railroads are now discrim- 
inating against Eastern manufactures and 
in favor of those of the South and West, 
and it is claimed in behalf of the former 
that they can no jonger bear it, Much 
higher rates are charged on the same class 
of goods going from New-England and the 
Middle States to the South and West than 
are charged on those coming in the opposite 
direction, or carried in any direction from 
Southern and Western points. 


On general principles it may be said that 
such discrimination is unfair, but in the 
railroad philosophy that depends entirely on 
whether it operates as a check upon the 
transportation of these goods, which is, of 
course, dependent upon their produc- 
tion and distribution. Railroad man- 
agers disclaim any purpose of im- 
peding the interests of Eastern manu- 
facturers and dealers or favoring those 
of other sections. They wish to promote all 
alike. Itis evidence of an anomalous state 
of things that business men are compelled 
to recognize the power of railroads to regu- 
late internal commerce and to appeal to them 
for relief from burdens, but the power un- 
doubtedly exists, and they can make their 
appeal with effect in no other quarter. The 
Eastern States cannot escape from the com- 
petition of the South and West in manufac- 
tures, but as its pressure increases they can 
claim to be relieved from the disadvantages 
imposed by discriminating railroad charges. 


“IJRREGULARITI“S” AND POKER. 


It will not be disputed that the ‘‘ aleatory 
element’’ in the business of keeping the pub- 
lic money ought to be reduced to the lowest 
possible point. Even Controller CAMPBELL 
and the Commissioners of Accounts admit 
this in theory. Although one or two or all 
three of them have permitted a speculative 
derangement of the funds of the City to the 
extent of $169,000, they are engaged in urg- 
ing the responsibility of this discrepancy on 
each other, as if it were an unwholesome 
viand which their several doctors had 


‘warned them would be sure to disagree 


with them. This is also the view taken 
by the army regulations, which set forth 
that disbursing officers who ‘bet at 
cards or any game of hazard”’ shall be de- 
prived of their disbursing functions and re- 
ported to the War Department. In the 
army the modern and commercial method 
of getting rid of trust funds by ‘ unfortu- 
nate investments’ in margins is yet un- 
known. Speculation retains its frank and 
primitive form of poker. To this alluring 
vice a disbursing officer in the army and 
another in the navy have, according to the 
Washington correspondence of the Hvening 
Post, fallen victims, with the inevitable re- 
sult of ‘‘irregularities in their accounts.’’ 
For these irregularities they are about to be 
court-martialed. 


These cases are really very hard. If we 
need an army at all we must provide it with 
the requisites of anarmy. The first of mil- 
itary necessities, or, if anybody chooses to 
insist upon the prior claim of ardent spirits, 
the second, is the game of poker. A well- 
regulated militia being, according to the 
Constitution of the United States, ‘‘ essential 
to the security of a free State,’ that in- 
strument goes on to provide that 
the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be _ infringed. 
Granted the necessity of a regular army, 
and the right of its officers to play poker fol- 
lows with the same inexorable logic that se- 
cures the right of a freeman to a hip-pocket. 
An officer who does not play poker is in the 
same pitiable position in a frontier post as 
would be a citizen without a pistol during 
an excited political canvass in Texas. The 
penalty of not shooting in Texas, when 
it is not that of being shot, is the 
same as that of not betting money at 
cards or any game of hazara inthe army 
of our country. It is the terrible penalty of 
‘social ostracism.’’ Do we really mean to 
force sensitive and high-spirited young offi- 
cers to choose between a total privation of 
intercourse with their kind—with three or 
more of a kind—and the terrors of a court- 
martial? Is it politic to set-apart a ciass of 
disbursing pariabs in the Army who com- 
bine to their fellow-officers the relations of 
the guardians of a harem to its inmates and 
of the ‘‘spotters’”’ of the Third-avenue rail- 
road to its conductors? 

Itistrue that the army regulations forbid 
disbursing officers to play poker. But that 
fact only shows the folly of civilians who 
undertake to legislate about what they do 
not understand. ‘Thereis an equally absurd 
regulation in the navy forbidding the use of 
profane language, without the aid of which 
it is well known to all naval officers that it 
is impossible to put an American man- 
of-war about in a sea-way. It is true that 
the temptation to a young enthusiast in 
poker to take an unfair advantage of his 
antagonist and raise him the Treasury of the 
United States is very great. But it is per- 
fectly practicable for the War Department to 
obviate this disadvantage by making a regu- 
lation which shall limit the game when dis- 
bursing officers are playing without depriv- 
ing them of all that makes military life 
worth living, upon the chance of preventing 
an occasional ‘‘irregularity’’ in a Pay- 
master’s accounts. The country can afford 
to stand the irregularities, but it cannot af- 
ford to strike a fatal blow at the chivalry 
and the $pirit of its military service. 


ENTER, NUMBER ONE. 

A few years ago a small sensation was cre- 
ated in New-York by the appearance of a 
foreign gentleman who was known as Harr- 
MANN, one of the murderers of the late Em- 
peror of Russia. The so-called assassin 
traveled freely throughout the United States, 
lecturing, giving séances, submitting himself 
to interviewers, and generally comporting 
himself after the fashion of a famous or in- 
famous person. He admitted with great 
cheerfulness that he had taken part in the 
assassination of thet Czar, and he invited 
criticism and inquiry concerning his acts. 
The Russian Government strangely paid no 
attention to him, and, unluckily for this 
self-confessed Nihilist, an exciting base-ball 
contest and an elopemeat in high life oc-* 
curred about that time, and Hartmann 
was speedily forgotten. It is quite possible 
that many of the readers of these lines will 
wonder why they have not lately bethought 
themselves to ask what became of the 


widely advertised aasassin of the Czar, ! 


‘day that a professional assassin 


whose name has passed clean out of 
memory. 

It is well known that we have among us 
the latest imitation of Haxrmaxn in the 
person of ‘‘ Number One,” the mysterious 
leader of the Irish Invincibles, the director 
of the Pheenix Park murders, and the deus 
ex machind of the Irish rebellion. ‘‘ Num- 
ber One’”’ is only a secret and crypto- 
graphic title for ‘Parrick Josera Percy 
Tynan, who yesterday issued cards for 
& reporters’ reception at his temporary 
residence in Brooklyn. It is not every 
and 
conspirator sends out ‘‘at home’’ cards to 
the reporters. Usually the reporters find the 
red-handed person before he is ready to be 
found. It wassuspected that ‘‘ Number One”’ 
was in this country. It has even been said 
that his name was Patrick Josera Percy 
TyNaN. But it remained for the illustri- 
ous fugitive to announce himself in his 
proper person to the reporters and to invite 
them to take a good look at him. This Mr. 
TyNAN, otherwise ‘‘ Number One,” did yes- 
terday. 


It is a satisfaction to know that ‘“‘ Num- 
ber One’”’ is 5 feet 9 inches in height; 
that ‘he wears a long Prince Albert 
coat; that his hair is dark and is brushed 
back from his forehead, and that he 
looks like a Professor in a Western college. 
All of these particulars, trivial as they may 
seem to the non-professional student of po- 
litical assassination, have a certain interest 
to those who are familiar with the slayers of 
tyrants and oppressors. Mr. Tyxan mod- 
estly, but firmly, declares that he is Par- 
RICK JosEPpa Percy TyNAv, and that, by 
the advice of his counsel, he has nothing 
more to say. He asserts that he has not 
been interviewed, and that he wiil not ke in- 
terviewed. All reports to the contrary are 
false and fraudulent. All other persons 
Claiming to be Parrick JosepH PrErcy 
TYNAN are base deceivers, for he is the only 
genuine ‘‘ Number One.” This is hke a stone 
wall at the end of what seemed to bea 
promising highway. ‘‘ Number One’’ reveals 
himself, but we have only his word for the 
assertion that he is what he says he is. 
Curiosity and even-handed justice are alike 
baffled. Perhaps this is only HanTMann.

STILL ALIVE. 


The Czar has hada holiday. He has rid- 
den through Moscow in magnificent state 
and amid the enthusiastic applause of his 
people without meeting with the slightest 
objection on the part of the Nihilists. Our 
esteemed contemporary, the Herald, gloom- 
ily reminds him that Herop Acripra was 
likewise hailed, with applause in the very 
hour when he was smitten, but the fate of 
the Jewish King can hardly be cited asa 
warning tothe Czar. Hrrop was in no 
danger from Nihilists. No Jew would have 
dreamed of blowing up the King and his 
Court with dynamite, and thereby rendering 
their clothing entirely unfit for the market. 
He appears to have fallen a victim to some- 
thing like trichinosis, in spite of the fact that 
no American pork had at that period been 
imported into Judea. The Czar, on the 
other hand, is in no possible danger of trich- 
inosis, but is supposed to be liable at any 
time to a violent death at the hands of men 
who are undeterred by any interest in the 


‘second-hand clothing business from destroy- 


ing him and his best uniform. 


In our own City we give the criminal who 
is about to die on the gallows a new suit of 
clothes anda luxurious breakfast. The 
Nihilists may have decided that ALEXANDER 
should have one final taste of popularity be- 
fore his sudden’ removal. They permitted 
him to ride in a grand procession to the 
Kremlin, but in granting that last privilege 
to the condemned they had no intention of 
permitting him to be crowned. He may en- 
joy himself for a few days, but when his 
coronation day arrives, the Nihilists will re- 
sume business and kill him with the ease 
with which it is perfectly evident that he 
could have been killed on Tuesday last. 

There is, however, another way of look- 
ing at the matter. Is it by any means cer- 
tain that there are any Nihilists at large who 
mtend to murder the Czar? lt is generally 
held as a matter of faith in England that 
nearly all Irishmen are ready to murder all 
Englishmen; whereas the truth is that, were 
there only a dozen determined Irishmen bent 
upon political assassination, the lives of Mr. 
GLADSTONE and all other prominent British 
statesmen would not be worth a straw. Mr. 
O’Donovan Rossa is terrible in making 
threats, but that his threats are the vapor- 
ings of a worthless braggart is evident from 
the fact that no English statesman has been 
assassinated since the date of the Phenix 
Park murders. 

It is by no means improbable that the 
terrible Russian Nihilists who are supposed 
to be lurking at every corner in readiness to 
kill the Czar without caring for their own 
lives consist of a solitary O’Donovich 
Rosski without courage enough to throw a 
fire-cracker at a poodle. There undoubtedly 
have been Nihilists anxious to commit polit- 
ical murder, but may we not explain the 
Czar’s survival of his Tuesday’s ride by the 
theory that all the dangerous Nihilists have 
been caught by the police? It is prob- 
able that their number is very small, for 
although in the excited imagination of 
the public one conspirator with a dynamite 
bomb has hundreds of accomplices, there 
can in the nature of things be very few 
men capable of the crimes for which a 
handful of Nihilists have already been ar- 
rested and punished. Had there been in 
Moscow the day before yesterday ten Nihil- 
ists like those who killed the late Czar, they 
could hardly have failed to kill ALEXANDER 
III. May it not be that the Nihilist Terror 
in Russia is practically at an end, and 
that the Russian O’Donovich Rosski will 
henceforth be unable to collect a revenue 
from his dupes or to frighten the Czar into 


hiding ? 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday perfcrmed 
one of its favorite demagogue’s tricks in psssing 
over the Mayor's veto a resolution “requesting” 
the Park Commissioners to pay their unskilled 
laborers not less than $2 a day, and afterward, on 
motion of Alderman Epwaxp Durry, requested all 
the departments to take the same liberal course. 
It is huwiliating to refiect that there must be 
votes to be gained by this transparent piece of 
humbug, or else even the Aldermen wouid 
not resort to it so often. Does the unskilled 
laborer never reflect at all upon the genereus 
readiness of the Aldermen to establisha “ priv- 
ileged class’ among unskilled laborers who shall 
be paid more than the eurrent rate of wages? Does 
he not see that if laborers were, overpaid out of 
the Clty Treasury the evernayment:would dimin- 
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ish the purchasing pewer of the wages of laborers 
who are not overpaid? Apparently he does not, 
but considers the overpayment a mere speiling 
of the Egyptians. But at least he ought 
to see through the humbug of the Aldermen. 
Does any Alderman whose zeal to increase the 
comforts of unskilied laborers reeommended by the 
Aldermen carry his philanthropy into his private 
business? Does an Alderman pay his bar-keepers 
any higher wages than liquor-dealers not actively 
engaged in statesmanship? That tribune of the un- 
skilled laborer, Alderman Epwarp Durry, for ex- 
ample, (liquors, No. 307 Third-averiue,) does he pay 
his bar-keeper any more than the “ going wages” or 
permit him any unusual facilities with reference to 
the till? In the interest of syminetry Alderman 
Durry ought to raise his wages 25 per cent. before 
proposing to lead some select unskilled laborers in 
an assault on the municipal till.

At 
first there was not more than a pound and a 
half in the whole collection of letters and papers 
that came to the place, but before the end of my 
term it increased until it weighed about 100 pounds. 
A good part of the time I kept the office in a can< 
dle-box. When anyone called fora letter I took 
down the box and looked over the col« 
lection. I knew very well whether there 
were any letters or not, but I tiked to be ac- 
commodating to the people and would let 
them see for themselves that none of the 
letters in the box belonged to them. A 
man came enee a week from Niles, Mich., and in a 
pair of saddle-bags thrown over his horse 
al] the mail that came to Chieago. This"was the 
office for all the northern counties in this State 
and about half of Wisconsin. The people of - 
DuPage, Will, McHenry, and La Sallie Ceunties, an 
all the territery between here and the emg | 
River, came into Chicago for their mail. Ther di 
not come very often—once in two or three weeks, 
and then oue man would come in from a county 
and inquire for all his neighbors. There were litti¢ 
settlements scattered about, a few families ina 
place. Up where Milwaukee new is there was. one 
man living, but at Green Bay there was @ settle. 
ment, and an Indian came down for the mail. 
was paid off for my services in having the honor of 
serving the Government. Gen. Jackson was Presi- 
dent and W. T. Barry was Postmaster-General. I 
remember both of them—that is, in my official re- 
lations. 
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JACK RUSSELL’S FUNERAL, 
From the London Worid, 

There was an enormous attendance of alf 
classes at the funeral of the Rev. John Russell, 
which took place on Thursday, in the churchyard 
of Swymbridge, where he was Reetor for 60 years. 
Mr. Villebois, of Marham, traveled from Lendon 
on purpose to be present, and brought a large and 
beautiful wreath of wild flowers from the Prince 
of Wales, whieh was placed on the coffin by Mr. 
Russell's godson, Viscount Ebrington. Mr. Froudé 
Bellew and the Hon. Mark Rolle were among the 
company, which incluced gentlemen from all parts 
of the county. The whole of the villagers were in 
mourning fortheir old parson, and the coffin wag 
covered with flowers which they threw into 
grave. Superfine people may sneer at the Rev, 
John Russell as**a hunting parson,” but he was 
beleved and respected by ali who knew him, and 
there was not a more active and efiicient parish 
priest in the great diocese in which he passed his 
long life. His sport was never allowed in any way 
to interfere with his clerical duties or with 
parish ministrations.

‘The New- 
Yor, Ontario and Westera Railway will also run 
its trains over the same track from Middletown to 
New-York. The trains will run to the Pennsyl- 
vanta Railroad station, in Jersey City, where they 
will land and receive passengers over the tracks 
‘of the New-York, Susquehanna and Western 
Railroad from Durham, near the Western en- 
trance tothe Weenawken tunnel.

MEETINGS HELD IN CH:1CAGO. 

Cricaco, May 23.—Important meetings of 
‘the Colorado Traffic, lowa Trunk Line, and South- 
western Railway Associations were held here to- 
day.

THE UNION CLUB ELECLION. 


ONLY FIVE OF THE EIGHT DIRECTORS 
ELECTED LAST NIGHT. 

The election at the Union Club last evening 
to fill the vacanciesin the Board of Governors 
created by the retirement of the eight members of 
that body whose terms of office expire this year was 
avery exciting one and was rendered peculiarly 
interesting by the importance of tho iseucs in- 
volved. There’ were three tickets in the 
tield—the regular ticket, nominated by the 
reform party, through a special com- 


mitteo appointed by them, and two others, of 
which one contained the names of Edward Cooper 
and John L. Cadwalader, instead of Samuel! F. Bar- 
ger and Charles D. Burrville, who appeared on 
the regular ticket, and the third wasa sort of 

guerrilla tieket, wits the names of Edwards 

Pierrepont and Edward H. Green, Otherwise this 
last was identical with the regular ticket. The result 
ot the election, as posted in the club early this 
mornigg, was as follows: Elected—James H. 
Reekroan, James G. King Duer, Herman R. Le 
Roy, James V. Parker, and Jobn J. Townsend. 
All of these gentlemen, save Mr. Townsend, were 
on the regular ticket. The three remaining vacan- 
cies will be filled ata meeting to be held June 6. 
The attendance was vety jarge and the canvass ex- 
tremely animated. 

The main issue of Jast evening’s meeting was 
the question of modifying the authority of 
the Governing Committee, which has been in 
the past autocratic to a degree that has displeased 
a large body of the club members. The constitu- 
tion of the club directed that the rin- 
cipal officers—the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer—should be elec- 
ted by the Board of Governors from its 
own body. and that vacancies created in that 
body should be filled by those whom the Governing 
Committee should select. The Governing Committee 
had also the power to expel any member of the 
club without appeal. The action of the committee 
inexpelling Mr. Loubat a year ago brought this 
latter question ixto active discussion and created a 
revolution in the politics of the club. A party 
which undoubtedly included a large body of the 
members, held the ground that the power 
vested in so small a minority of the club 
was injudiciously conferred, and although 
the decision’of the committee was to avoid asplit— 
supported by an overwhelming vote of the club—it 
was nevertheless a verv general opinion that some 
alteration must be made in the constitution, which 
should give a member the right of ap- 
peal, and which should take away from 
the Governing Committee the autocratic 
power which it has hitherto possessed. 
The proposed amendments, which direeted that 
a member should have the right of appeal to the 
club from the decision of the Governing Committee, 
and that the President should be elected by the vote 
of the club, rather than by the committee from 
its own body. were aimed at as partial rectification 
of the difficulty, although many of the members 
consider that the election of the Vice-Pres- 
ident, Secretary, and Treasurer as_ well 
should be thrown into the hands of the 
club atiarge. The first of these amendments, pro- 
posed by Mr. George Henry Warren, with regara 
to conferring the right of appeal, was, however, 
lost, as well as the other, which provided that 
“the government and management of the club is 
confided to a committee which shail consist of the 
President and 24 members of the club, to 
be known as the Governing Committee.” 
The amendment which directed that “no 
outgoing member (of the Governing Board) 
shall be eligible to reelection until one 
year after his term of office shali have 
expired,” was also lost. as well as the fol- 
lowing amendments, which directed that ‘‘ the 
rresident, and members to replace the outgoing 
elass in the Governing Committee, and to fill vacan- 
cies in the other classes, shall be elected by the 
club at each annual election.” and that ‘the 
‘Governing Committee is authorized to elect an- 
nually from its own body a Viee-President, Secre- 
tary, and President.”’ 

An amendment was passed to the effect that 
no ene shall be elected to an office in 
the club unless he shall have been a_ resi- 
dent of the State of New-York for 10 
years and a member of the club for 5 years 
prior to an election. An important amendment, 
aimed against the practice in vegue of putting up 
as candidates for membership the names of 
those who have not attained their majority, 
which read, “ No candidates shall be proposed who 
are not eligible for membership at the time of their : 
proposal,’’ was also lost. 

There was a bitter fight throughout, and it 
was generally conceded that there was an utter 
want of harmony among the members. In the 
meantime the Madison Club, formerly the Turf 
Club, has elected anew Board of Directors and a 
number of new members. The obnoxious mem- 
bers have been removed from the club, and it is 
giving evidenee of great success. 
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SUICIDE BY SHOOTING. 

Edward G. Strong, 25 years old, a drummer 
for Landers, Frary & Clark, manufacturers of 
cutlery and hardware, of New-Britain, Conn., and 
No. 298 Broadway. sbot himself last night in an 
evil resort in West Forty-fourth-street, and 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital, where his injury 
was pronounced fatal. Strong became a guest 
at the Leland Hotel on the 6th inst. Two 
weeks ago, in a Fourteenth-street beer-gar- 


den, he made the acquaintance of Minnie 
Edwards and became infatuated withher. He was 
intemperate and was drunk last evening when he 
ealled at the house where he shot himself and asked 
forthe girl. She was out and he was permitted 
to lay down and sleep. When the girleame iu he 
went into the parlor with her and shot himself as 
she, alarmed at his drawing a pistol, was running 
from the room. He had no money, was in dept 
at the Leland Hotel, and a letter in his pocket 
showed that he had been requested by the 
firm who employed him to settle his a-- 
counts by the Ist of June, as they were dissatisfied 
with his condnct.

THE NIAGARA FALLS PARK 


WORK BEFORE THE RESERVATION 
COMMISSIONERS. 

THEIR FIRST MEETING TO BE HELD MAY 29 
—METHODS TO BE FOLLOWED RESTOR- 
ING AND PRESERVING THE NEW PARK. 

The Niagara Falls Park Commissioners will 
organize ana take the preliminary steps in the 

work to which they have been assigned on May 29, 

when they will meet at noon in the office of the 

Secretary of State, at Albany. The gentlemen 

who compose this commission are ex-Lieut.-Gov. 

William Dorsheimer, ox-Assemblyman J. Hampden 

Robb, and ex-Controller Andrew H. Green, all of 

this City, and Prof. Martin B. Anderson, of the 

Rochester University, Rochester, and Sherman 8S. 

Rogers, of Buffalo. The passage of the bill author- 

izing the appointment of this commissicn and the 

taking of such action as may be necessary to de- 

termine the feasibility and cost of setting apart a 

State reservation at Niagara Falls was one of the 

few acts of the late Legislature that has Leen gen- 

erally commended. Now that this entering wedge, 
as it has been termed, has been inserted, it is firm- 
ly believed by the friends of this project that the 
warrant for the expenditure necessary to perfect 


it is certain to be granted in the near future. The 
standing of the Commissioners is so high that any 
report or recommendation they muy make can 
hardly fail to be received with confidence and be 
given full censideration by the Legislature to 
which they make their report. The law which 
brought the commission intp existence makes the 
office purely honorary, no salary being allowed its 
members, the State, on the other hand, agreeing 
to pay their actual disbursements for expenses in 
performing the duties of theiroffice. For that pur- 
pore an appropriation of $10,000 has been set apart. 

fthe practical ideas of Mr. Robb, who was large- 
ly instrumental in seeuring the passage of the 2et. 
and Gov. Cleveland's signature to it weigh with his 
associates, this appropriation wiil be expended in a 
manner that will meet the approval of the most 
captious eritic. 

The course to be pursued by the commission is 
very clearly defined in the act. The legal title 
given the Commissioners is ** The Commissioners of 
the State Reservation at Niagara."’ Their term of 
office is five years and until such time after the ex- 
piration of that period as their successors may be 
appointed by the Governor. Vacancies in the com- 
mission are to be filled by the Governor. The 
Commissioners “sbali have power to select and 
locate such lands in the village of Niagara Falls 
and the County of Niagara and the State of New- 
York, as may in their opinion be proper and 
necessary, to be reserved for the purpose of pre- 
serving the scenery of the Falls of Niagara, and of 
restoring the said scenery to its natural condi- 
tion.” ° Before any proceedings are taken for 
acquiring the title to any of these lands, the Com- 
missioners are required to have a map made by the 
State Engineer and Surveyor of the lands which 
they have determined to be necessary, At their 
first meeting. which is required to be held within 
80 days after the passage of the act, in the Secre- 
tary of State’s offiee, the Commissioners must 
elect one of their number President and ap- 
point some person to act as their Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. * After filing with the 
Secretary of State and the Clerk of Niagara 
County the map prepared by the State Engineer, 
the Commissioners will publish for 20 successive 
week-days in the State paper and in a Niagara 
County newspaper a notice deelaring that the 
State of New-York intends to appropriate the lands 
described in these maps and acquire the title to 
them, and that the Commissioners intend to take 
the necessary proceedings. Application will then 
be made tothe Supreme Court, Special Term, in 
the Buffalo district, for the appointment of 
three freeholders to act as Commissioners 
of Appraisement for- ascertaining the just 
compensation to be paid to owners of the 
property required. The court will be required 
to grant the applieation. In diseharging their 
duties the Commissioners of Appraisement must 
give full publicity by publication of their times of 
meeting for taking evidence and for viewing the 
property. In fixing the amount of compensation 
for property these Commissieners are prohibited 
from making any allowance or deduction on 
account of any real or supposed benefits which the 
parties interested may derive from the reserva- 
tion. Their report must be filed in the office of the 
Niagara County Clerk within six menths from 
the time of their appointment, together with the 
testimony taken and the minutes of their meet- 
ings. Upon application by the Reservation Com- 
missioners the court will confirm this report 
and direct to whom the property compensation 
sball be paid. Any of these property-owners 
may appeal to the Supreme Court and be heard at 
any General Term. This court may in its discre- 
tion direct a new appraisal, and the second report 
of the Commissioners of Appraisal shall be final 
and conclusive. The land shall not, however, be 
taken possession cf in the name of the State until 
the requisite appropriation sball be made by the 
Legisiature. The law further provides tbat, in 
the event of there being diverse and conflicting 
claimants to the money or to any part of it, it 
shall be paid to the court, who will determine by 
reference or otherwise who is entitled to 
it. After all these preliminary proceedings have 
been taken by the Reservation Commissioners, 
they will report them, together with all other pro- 
ceedings and the amounts awarded by the Com- 
missioners of Appraisal to the State Legislature. 
In case the Legislature fails to make the appropri- 
ation forthe payment of land-owners within two 
vears after the passage of this act. all the proceed- 
ings for acauiring land titles shali be null and void. 
In that event the Controller will be required to pay 
to the owners of lands that have been condemned 
all their reasonable expenses incurred ijn these pro- 
eeedings, their amount to be fixed by the Attorney- 
General. Such in outline are the provisions of the 
act under which the five Commissioners will pro- 
ceed to discharge their duties. 

A great many statements «bout the probable cost 
of this public reservation, all calculated to create 
opposition to itamong tax-payers, were made when 
this measure was under consideration by the two 
branches of the Legislature. Senator Grady in the 
Senate, and Editor Benedict in the Assembly, were 
both eonspicuous in their endeavors to cast re- 
proach upon such an undertaking. Mr. Grady, 
who, by the way, is only a polltical prophet, and a 
mighty poor one at that, deciared that $5,000,000 
would be expended in providing the people of the 
State with this wenderful public park. Editor 
Benedict uttered equally exaggerated atatements. 
Goat Island, for instance, would, he declared, cost 
$700,000. Farmer Brooks snapped him up by say- 
ing thatit could be purebased for $282,000, Mr. 
Welch, the member of Assembly from Niagara Falis, 
was positive that the cost of the fslands tn the 
river and the strip of land reouired on the Amer- 
ican shore, including Prospect Park, would not ex- 
ceed three-quarters of a million dollars. It is the 
opinion of both Commissieners Robb and Dor- 
sheimer thata round millions dollars will acquire all 
the land necessary (about 80 acres) and pay the 
cost of not only restoring to its primeval condl- 
tion, so far as is possible, the islands and river 
banks, but also of improvements, such as bridges 
and walks, together with whatever may be needed 
as a protection to those who may visit the park. 
The expense of maintaining such a park, under 
honest management, would be merely nominal, 
the item of policing the property being the largest 
that can be suggested. Tho Commissioners will 
douhtless conclude to make a visit to the Falls and 
commence their inspection immediately after they 
have perfeoted their organization.

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OTHER LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The Keystone Lock-works, in Reading, Penn., 
owned and occupied by Fraim Brothers,.were de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday, together with the 
greater part of their contents. The building was 
72 by 30 feet. The fire originated in the packing- 
room, and was the work of an incendiary. The 
flames communicated to a stable in the rear, 
which was destroyed. The machinery in the ruins 
is nearly a total loss. The books and valuable pa- 
pers were saved. Several thousand dozen of locks 
were more or less damaged. The loss is about 
$40,000, on which there is an insurance of adout 
$12,000, as follows: $1,000 in the Merchants’, of New- 
York ; $1,000 in the Union, of Philadelphia; $2,000 
in the Commercial Unien, of London; $2,000 in 
the City of Londen, $2,000 in tre North British and 
Mereantile, of Lond. -n; $700in the Bowery, of New- 
York; $1,250 in the Guardian, of London; $1,250 in 
the Provincial, of London, and $1,475 in the Sun 
Fire Office, of London. Mayor McGoingle has 
offered a reward of $500, and the Fraim Brothers 
$1,000 additional, for the arrest and conviction of 
the guilty persons. These works had been rebuilt 
only a short time, having been destroyed by fire 
in September last. 


The extensive steam bakery and candy man- 
ufactory of J. C, H. Claussen & Co., Nos. 6, 8, 10, 
12, and 14 Market-street, Charleston, 8. C., was to- 
tally destroyed by fire about 8 o’clock yesterday 
morning. The loss is about $40,000; insurance 
about $25,000. A colored employe of the estab- 
lishment who slept on the premises was burned in 
the building. 


Guerneville, a small town at the terminus of 
the Fulton (Cal.) braneh of the San Francisco and 
North Pacific Railroad, was almost completeiy 
swept away Tuesday night by fire. Thirty build- 
Ings were destroyed, including the railway station. 
The loss is estimated at $¢0,000; insurance, $23,000. 
The fire started in a Chinese wash-house. 


The forest fires in Clinton and Essex Coun- 
ties, N. Y., have burned over 500 acres, destroying 
fences, standing timber, barns, and farm produce 
to the value of $10,000. A large area of second 
growth timber was also burned. The late rains 
prevented enormous loss. 


Last evening a fire occurred in the three- 
story brick house No. 264 Columbia-street, Brook- 
lyn, which occasioned damage to the extent of 
$3.000. The cause of the fire could not be ascer- 
tained. The house is owned by Alice Regan, of 
Bay Ridge.

But every man's expe- 
rience with Sheriffs shows that they never account 
for money till the last legal moment, and that, asa 
rule, they extort every illegal fee which is possibie. 
Besides, it is not apparent that this bill limits the 
Sheriff’s fees at all. No matter how good a man 
our present Sheriff, he will soon be sueceeded by 
other and different ones. While there is a general 
attempt by all who care for reform to limit and 
eut off fees and perquisites, the virtuous member 
from Staten Islaud thinks it opportune to enor- 
mously increase the fees, power, and patronage of 
the Sheriff’s office, generally the greatest eentre 
of politieal corruption even now in all our coun- 
ties. The clause allowing a reference by consent 
isasham and swindle. In almost every suit are 
absentee or infant defendants who cannot censent. 
We have found how that works in Kings County. 

The fact that a Sheriff gives bonds will not add 
to the safety of money in his hands. In recent 
years rhany of the officials of Staten Island, high 
and low, Republican and Democratic, Treasurers, 
Sheriffs, and Collectors, have swindled. stolen, and 
peculated, and very small salvage has been made 
from their official bonds [If this bill is signed by 
the Governor, the political corruption ot Richmond 
County and the unwillingness of outsiders to loan 
or invest there will be much increased.

THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I presume the rules of the civil service are 
fair subject for criticiam. I think rule 28 gives too 
much prominence to the subject ‘interest, dis- 
count, and elements ef book-keeping” for general 
application threughout the entire service. Take, 
for instance, in the department service, here in 
Washington, an immense proportion of the men 
employed have nothing to do with any of these 
subjects. In the Interior Department, including 
the General Land Office and Pension Bureaus, in 


the War Department, the Navy Department, the 
Post Office Department, and eyen in much of the 
Treasury Department itself, no use is ever made of 
interest or discount, and in numerous offices here 
no knowiedge of book-keepiug is necessary. In 
order “to give to each of the five subjects named 
* * * the value due to their respective impor- 
portance” the commission arbitrarily fix 100 as the 
standard on the first three. Ifthe commission had 
left it to the Examiners (o determine which three 
of the five should have prominence over the other 
two then the duties of the service to which the 
candidate would be eligible could be regarded, 
and the two subjects, of which he was likely to 
have no need of any knowledge in case he 
was appointed, could be ponueee one-half under 
the rule. Thus the rule Would be flexible. 
Rule 30—no applicant who passes less than 65 on 
the first three subjects will be eligible—is arbi- 
trary again. For instanee, a manie to be ex- 
amined for the Pension Office, with its 1,800 clerks, 
not 250f whom need know anything of interest, 
discount, or book-keeping. How manifestly un- 
jue? co rule him out because he does not come up 
to 65 on subjeets that he never will have anything 
to do with if appointed. Let the service which a 
man will be called upon to perform regulate the 
‘*respective importance” of the subjects in mak- 
ing his average. Ithink this must strike any one 
who wants to be fair. N. O. PB.

DAMAGE TO OROPS. 


——— 
FROST, RAIN, AND SNOW, IN MANY SECTIONS 


OF THE COUNTRY. 

St. Louis, May 23.—Heavy frost occurred 
on Monday and Tuesday nights throughout 
Southern and part of Central Missouri, and par- 
ticularly in that section of Illinois swept by 
tornadoes last Friday night. Early vegetables are 
almost entirety destroyed and ‘rutt and grain 
badly damaged. Ice from an eighth to a quarter 
of an inch thick formed in most localities. 

St. Paun, Minn., May 23.—Advices from 
all parts of the State show wheat to be 
in an unusually fine condition, the late 


storms having done but little damage 
to small _ grain. Corn is not looking 
so. well. a about half the usual quantity has 
been planted, and it is feared that most of 
that is rotted with the wet weather and will 
have to be , planted again. This State 
shows a large intrease in the wheat acreage. Ad- 
vices from almost all parts of Dakota show 
wheat to be in fine condition. ‘Seeding is 
almost ail done, and small erain is growing 
finely. The frequent rains, although helping the 
small grain planted, have stopped further seeding, 
as the ground is too wet to plow. Farmers 
are discouraged about corn, But little has 
yet been planted, and a week’s dry weather will be 
required before any planting ean be done. Diffieulty 
is being experienced with seed-eorn, as it does not 
sprout. It is worth $2 75 per bushel. In Western 
Iowa small grain is growing well, but there is a 
bad lookout for corn. 


Lockport, May 28.—The rain, which for 
the past 60 hours has fallen with very little cessa- 
tion, and still continues, is producing much un- 
easiness in this region. Spring planting and sow- 
ing had been greatly delgayed by the extraordinary 
celd of the season, and it is feared that this rain, if 
prolonged, will wash the seed out of the ground. 
From every part of the county eomes the same 
story of the prospect of no more than half a wheat 
crop. Seldom has the severity of a Winter been 
se 9 gigme in the aspeet of the wheat fields as at 
present. 


DAVENPORT, Iowa, May 2%.—A frost last 


night did much damage to the small fruits in this 
section. 


Ricumonp, Ind., May 23.—Wheat was not 
damaged by the late cold spell. Corn was half 
eye and was badly damaged. It will have to 

6 partly replanted. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., May 23.—There was a 
light frest here last night. It did no serious dam- 
age to growing vegetation. Corn was seriously in- 
jured, and a large portion will have to be re- 
Dianted. 

TERRE Havre, Ind., May 23.—Corn has been 
somewhat damaged and all kinds of vegetation 
have been seriously injured by the frost and un- 
favorable weather. Wheat was not far enough 
advanced to be injured. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 23.—There was a 
lignt frost here eerly this morning. Corn and 
wheat have not been injured by the cold weather. 

LyNCHBURG, Va., May 23.—Snow fell last 
night a foot deep on the line of the Richmond and 
Alleghany Railroad, between Lynchburg and Clif- 
ton Forge. The weather was exceedingly cold, 
and considerable damage was done to crops. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 23.—From the 
best information it is believed that the storm and 
cold weather has not injured the wheat orop in 
this vicinity. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 23.—The crops in 
this section have not been injured by the recent 
storm and cold weather. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, May 23.—The best obtainable 
information is to the effect that the reeent storms 
have not materially injured the wheat, corn, or 
oat crops in this vicinity. 

Detroit, Mich., May 23.—The damage by 
the late sterm is trifling.

The Methodist Church at Stamford, Vt., isin 
an anomalous position. It was formerly connected 
with the Troy District in the Troy Conference. At 
the General Conference in 1880 it was placed in 
Burlington District, and with this district placed 


in the Vermont Conference. It is quite remote 
from the churches of Burlington District, and bas 
no affiliation with the churches of the Vermont 
Conference. The Presiding Elder of Burlington 
District does not visit it or exercise any supervision 
over it. The church asked the Presiding Elder of 
Troy District to furnish them a supply and make 
quarterly visits to them, which he does. But he 
cannot send a member of Troy Conference to 
them, and must therefore provide some one who Is 
not amemberof the Conference. This year be has 
secured for them a lady supply, Miss E. H. Delevan. 
She is reputed to be a most excellent woman and 
atalentea preacher. She is a graduate of the Bos- 
ton Theological Seminary. The Methodist Church 
has not made any provision for the ordination of 
women to the ministry, and. therefore, none have 
been ordained. They are permitted to act as lay 
preachors, however, and such is Miss Delevan. 
The arrangement is made between her and the 
church, by the assistance of the Presiding Elder of 
Troy District, who, while not having any official 
relation to this church, is kindly lending his aid 
until it shall be again returned to Troy Conference.

Thaddeus Davids & Co. made an assignment 
yesterday to James W. Todd, President of the 
Board of Education of New-Rochelle, giving pref- 
erences amounting to $30,000. Edward S. Clinch, 
the counsel of Thaddeus Davids & Co., said toa 
Times reporter yesterday that the assignment was 
caused by the issue of notes by George W. Davids, 
ason of Thaddeus Davids, who committed suicide 
last month. George W. Davids, who was the con- 


fidential clerk of the firm, issued notes bearing 
the firm’s name tothe amount of about $150,000. 
Of this amount about $20,0(0 is entered in the books 
of the firm, and this is made a second preferred 
claim by the assignment. The total liabliities, in- 
ciuding the notes issued by the late George W. 
Davids, are about $200,000. It is believed by Mr. 
Clinch, however, that these notes cannot be col- 
lected. The sssets of the firm amount to about 
$125,000. ‘*It was Thaddeus Davids’s intention,”’ 
said Mr. Clinch, ** not to make an assignment, but 
to fully meet all legitimate demands made upon 
him, even though some of them were based upon 
ne gpd improperly issued by his son. He was 
to make the assignment after discovering 
the extent of these irreguiar issues, in order to 
protect the regular creditors of his firm.’’ The 
rincipai preferences are as follows: Francis 
Jianest, $2,166 67; Edward North, $1,142 50; Sny- 
der & Boack, $1.174 45; John Dovell, $629; More,

At the New-York 
office it was positively stated that there had been 
no suspension, that business had been going on as 
usual, payments being made, and received and 
goods purchased and sold.

‘NUMBER ONE” REVEALS HIMSELF.

MR. TYNAN SENDS FOR REPORTERS, INTRO- 
DUCES HIMSELF, AND BOWS THEM OUT. 
Patrick J. P. Tynan, the long-sought-for and 

much-talked-about *‘Number One,” is at present 

living in a little brick house, of three stories, at 

No. 191 West Baltic-street, near Clinton-street, 

Brooklyn, and yesterday issued to reporters ‘at 

home” eardsa for 4 o'clock in the afternoon. At 

that hour seven representatives of City journals 
gathered at the house, and were received by Mr. 

T. D. Farrall, a friend of Mr. Tynan, who,ushered 

them into the parlor, which ts a neatly furnished 

littie room, containing a piano, while on the walls 
were several sketehes of Irisn scenery. Mrs. Tynan 
entered first, and smilingly greeted those present 
as she was introduced by Mr. Farrall. Mrs. Tynan 
is a little woman, looking rather young. with 
slight traces of care noticeable on her countenance. 


Her eyes and hair are dark and ber features are of 
the true Celtic type. She was dressed in a neat-fit- 
ting black suit. Meanwhile, Mr. Tynan was seen to 
enter from the street, and soon afterward 
came into the reom, advancing with a quick 
step, and, with a firm grasp, shook hands 
with a Times reporter, as Mr. Farrall simply san- 
nounced, ** Gentlemen, this is Mr. Tynan.”” Ashe 
entered the room, Mr. Tynan appeared to be about 
5 feet 9 inches in height, with a well-proportioned 
figure. He was dressed in a somewhat long Prince 
Albert coat. with dark trousers, while his collar 
was tied with a plain black tie. Although his 
shoulders are slichtiy stooped, it was not notice- 
able at the first glance, as be carries his head erect, 
the thick dark hair being brushed back over the 
bead and adding to his apparent height. Mr. 
Tynan has a bright black eye, with slightly droop- 
ing lids, and receding forehead. He wears a mus- 
tache and long goatee, also of a dark color, 
Upon a straight and rather vrominent nose 
rested a pair of gold eye-glasses. The expression 
of his countenance is most intelligent. Altogether 
“Number One” looks more like a Professor of a 
Western college than the Executive of Irish 
Invincibles. Mr. Tynan, after greeting all, ner- 
vously took his seat fora moment, then rising, ex- 
pressed his pleasure at meeting representatives of 
the New-York press, aud then said in a clear, 
round, English-like voiee: “ I regret very much to 
say. after consultation with my counsel, Gen. 
Pryor, that I must resvectfully decline to be inter- 
viewed about myself or Ireland. If circumstances 
develop themselves I may in the future say some- 
thing. I have not been interviewed, and all those 
reported to have come from me are bogus. | am 
acting under the advice of my ceunsel, and wish it 
understood that I will say nothing.’’ 

“ How are we to know that you are Mr. Tynan,” 
was asked. 

“ Oh, as to that I have nothing to say,” was the 
response, with a laugh. 

*“ Are you Patrick Joseph Peroy Tynaa?”’

8IX CASES OF SLUNG-SHOTS. 
finale iene 
THE DISCOVERY WHICH THE POLICE ACCI- 
DENTALLY MADE YESTERDAY. 

The discovery of six cases which contained 
1,332 “slung-shots,” “‘life-preservers,”’ ‘* Sweet 
Williams,” “ Black Jacks,” “ casse tétes’’ or ** jog- 
gerheads,”’ on Pier No.7 North River, yesterday, 
gave the police some trouble and started many 
theories more or less wild. The cases had been 
taken from the propeller Martha Stevens, which 
left Baltimore on Sunday. One of them had been 
broken by falling, and the leather wrist-thong of 
one of the “Sweet Williams” hung out. Superin- 


tendent Walling was consulted, and he found the 
following provisions in the Code applicable to the 
case: 

“SECTION 409.—Making, Selling, &c., Dangerous 
Weapons.—A person who manufactures or causes to 
be manufactured or sells or keeps for sale or ofvers 
or gives or disposes of any instrument of the kind 
usually known as slung-shot, billy, sand-club, or 
metal knuckles is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Under this iaw Superintendent Walling advised 
Capt. Gastlin to seize the implements, and also to 
trace them out and arrest any person who might 
call for them or to whom their ownership could be 
traced. The boxes were brought to the steam-boat 
squad office. They were marked ‘* H. O. Naerger, 
Nos, 27 and 29 N-street. New-York,” and were re- 
corded on the papers of the Martha Stevens as cen- 
taining ** chocolate.”’ Police officers were sent to 
obtain information, and at 4 o’elock the affair be- 
came less mysterious when Detective James Mal- 
len arrested at Pier No. 7 North River the shipper, 
owner, guardian, and consignee of the articles, 
Herrman O. Naerger, of No. 404 Fawn-street, Bal- 
timore, wbo claimed the cases and presented 
a bill of lading. He was taken before 
Superintendent Walling and made an _e ex- 
planation. The ‘Sweet Williams’ were for 
John P. Moore’s Sons, No. 302 Broadway, and 
Charles Folsom, of No. 106 Chambers-street. He 
sold them a number three years ago when he was 
in business In St. Louis. He did not know that 
the law prohibited their manufacture or sale, and 
said that the poliee of Philadelphia and Baltimore 
carry and use them. They are, he said, sold openly 
in New-York. He shipped them as *‘ joggerhexds,"’ 
but the freight clerk put them down as “ choco- 
late.”” He had to pay a bill in New-York, and came 
with them to collect the money. Naerger was 
locked up, and will be taken to court to-day. At 
John P. Moore’s Sons it was admitted that the 
firm sold “Sweet Williams” at wholesale. The 
sales were for Western cities. They did not know 
that in keeping or selling the articles they violated 
the law. A similar explanation was given at Mr. 
Folsom’s. :
